The following pages contain the original correspond- 
ence of Sir Stamford Rafiles, lieutenant Governor of Java 
from 1811 to 816, wilh the Seeret Committee of the Eng- 
lish ast India Company reporting his attempt to reopen 
trade relations between England and Japan where the Com- 
pany once had a trading station at Tlirado in Kyushu Crom 
£013 Lo 1623, Since its withdrawal the question of re-csta- 
Dlishing an agency in Japan had frequently received the con- 
sideration of the Directors of the Company. Tn 1672 0 
serious effort was made to do so by the despatch of the 
ship ‘Ieturn” but the Japanese Government then firmly 
wedded to the policy of seclusion refused to renew the 
lnglish trading privileges, When the question of an Teim- 
hassy to China was under consideration in 1792 the East 
Tndia Company was approached by the British Govern- 
ment as to the advisability of attempting another voyage 
to Japan, but the Company after studying the advantages 
and disadvantages announced itself as opposed, for its own 
part, to the voyage, Nevertheless the instructions to Vis« 
count Macartney contained the following “Lt is possible 
that you may find it necessiury or expedient to touch upon the 
boast of Japan, that conntry produces tea as good as, and 
prohably cheaper than that of China, The difficulties of 
trading there which have so long deterred other nations 
from attempting’ it, are now said to have almost ceased. 
IC is nat impossible that the campetilion of the Japanese 
market with that of China might render the commodities 
of both places cheaper to the purchaser, the probability of 
such a sottree might at least operate in some degree to 
facililate the negotiations at Peking. Vou will therefore 
likewise receive a letter addressed Lo the Emperor of Japan 
which you will cither deliver, send or suppress as circum-

stances may induce you to think necessary or advisable’, 
It should be explained that the main object of the Chin 
JEmbassy was to inercase and cheapen the supplies of (ea. 
Lord Macartney had already made arrangements (o pro- 
ceed to Japan when he heard of the outbreak of war with 
Trance and the vessel, Tl M.S. Lien, in whieh he was to 
have travelled, was needed to convoy the [nelish shipping 
from Canton. Thus his mission Co Japan became impos- 
sible, ; 

The incorporation of [olland with Trance under 
Napoleon and the consequent occupation of Java hy the 
English furnished an opportunity of which the able Jéng- 
lish Governor of Java was not slaw to take advantage. 
Among the dependencies included in the surrender of Java 
was the Dutch Commercial Agency on the island of 
Deshina at Nagasaki, which served at that time as the 
sole means of communication between the Japanese and 
Europeans. An examination of the Duteh arefives at 
Batavia showed the general system: under whieh the trade 
was conducted and Raffles decided lo pain a footing: in 
Japan by despatching English vessels to replace the annual 
Dutch ships. The story of this attempt is Cold in the papers 
marked “Traclory Records, China, Volume yg, 17 to- 
1814” kept in the Records Department of the India Office 
in London and now published as they stand. ‘The carres= 
pondence speaks for itself and only where necessary have 
notes been added to explain or elucidate the text, Ht is im= 
portant, however, to observe that the intention of Ratless 
when despatching the expedition was not just to Cransfer 
to the English Hast India Company the Duteh privileges 
at Deshima; in fact he categorically rejects such a solution 
in paragraph 32 of his report. which reads as follows -— 
“The continuance of trade as hitherto carried on between 
Batavia and Japan is an object whieh under any ciretim- 
stances would not he of great importance but under exist+ 
ing circumstances is what I could on no account propose”, 
Tis vision was much larger, if not the actual reopening of 
Japan to foreign trade, he desired the foundation of a 
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great Anglo-Japanese commerce based on principles of 
equality, leading to an exchange of commadities between 
{ngland, China, India, and Japan under the wing of the 
Teast Undia Company. [ls agents had explicit inslructions 
an their arrival at Nagasaki to disclose the loss of Java by 
the Dutch to the [nelish and lo solicit a direct independent 
trade, His plans failed owing to unforseen circumstances. 
The Dutch resident at Deshima, Mr. Doell, to his honour, 
stoutly refused compliance with the instructions of Raffles 
and skilfully Coiled the initial attempt by holding oul the 
fear of reprisals by the Japanese apainst the Unglish ships, 
if they hoisted their true colours, for the forcible entry of 
1, M.S. Phaeton into Nagasaki harbour in 1808, Tlow 
Jar the authorities would have gone can only be a matter 
for speculation but by his tact and firmness on the ocea- 
sion the, patriotic Dutchman snecessfally protected the 
Dutch flag at Deshima, the only spot in the world at which 
it Mew in 1813. Both sides were probably well advised 
to agree to the subterfuge by which the decision to inform 
the Japanese olticially af the changes at Batavia was post- 
poned. A second expedition consisting of the “Charlotte” 
only was sent in 18up but once more Doeff opposed an 
obstinate resistance and beyond trade it eMeeted nothing ; 
consequently Raffles was apain balled. In 1816 an Jing 
lish merchant house proposed to undertake a trading mis- 
sion but before any decisive action was taken circtimalances 
were changed by the restoration of Java to the Duateh. 
The plans of Rates failed partly on this account and part- 
ty beeatise of the lukewarm attitude of the Mast India Come 
pany itself, which could see only probable immediate losses 
and overlooked the possibility of a magnificent future, Ta 
view of the fact that only fifty years after the voyage des- 
eribed in Chis correspondence Japan ‘was actualy opened 
to foreign trade it is interesting to refer toa British Con- 
salar Trade Report written in T&60, 

“Tt is gratifying to know that the import trade has 
steadily improved and that British cotton and woollen 
manufactures are in demand heeuming known and filed 
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throughout the country, particularly what are deuominater 
cotton cloths, whieh have heen largely bought” What be- 
caine true in 60 might well have become sein s8rs aud 
so the probabilily is that Dr, Ainslie, who was on the spol, 
avas a belter judge of the prospects of trade than the offi- 
cials of the Government of Ladin at Caleutta, who advised* 
the digeontinuanee of the English efforts. Apart, however, 
‘from the interesting reflection Chat lad Ratles received 
the energetic support of his superiors Anglo-Jiapanese re. 
lations might have heen renewed Jifty years earlier, great 
interest is attached to these letlers on account of both 
Raffles’ and Ainslie’s well balanced judgements of the 
Japanese national character and ability, whieh show that 
go long ago two discerning minils apprechited Japitne 
ese capabilities, ‘Looking back ou the progress of Japan 
today it is a pleastire to remember thal ber greuness was 
foreseen and prophesied by this great lugtish administ te 
tor over one hundred years ago in an address to the Bata. 
via Sociely of Arts and Sciences, in the course of which 
he said :— “I need only offer a few notices on the character 
which they appeared to Dr. Ainslie to display dering: his 
residence of four months and as he had the opportunity 
of judging. : 
They are represented (o be a nervous, Vigorous pede 
ple, whose bodily and mental powers assimilate mich nea 
er to those of urope than what is attributed to Asiaties 
in general. Their features are masculine and europe, 
with the exception of Che small lengthened Tartar eye 
which almost universally prevails, and is the only feature 
of resemblance between them and the Chinese, ‘The com. 
plexion is fair and indeed blooming, the women of the 
higher classes being: equally fair with Turapeans and hav- 
ing the bloom of health more generally prevalent among 
them than is usally found in Rurope. Tor a peaple who 
have had very few, if any, external aids, the Japanese 
cannot but rank high in the scale of civilisation, The Chin- 
ese have been stationary at least as long as we have known 
them but the slightest impulse seems sufficient to give a 
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determination to the Japanese character which would pro- 
gressively improve until it attained the same height of 
civilisation with the uropcan.” 

Nor will the studied opinions of Dr, Ainslie contained 
ip the body of this volume be fottnd any less Nattering for 
he seems to have returned [rom his stay at Nagasaki fully 
convinced as to the great intelligence and ability of the 
Japanese people, for whom he predicted a rosy future, 
The mention in the text of the visit to Nagasaki of H, M. 
S. Phaeton in 1808 recalls that the log’ of this vessel is now 

_in the Nagasaki Prefectural Library, The photographs 
of the chart and log reproduced, were kindly supplied to 
me by Dr. Nagayama, the learned director of that library. 
The object of the visit of the Phacton was the capture of 
the annual Dutch ships, but it happened that that year— 
1808—ne ship had been sent. No doubt the entry into 
the port of Nagasaki was not only to obtain provisions 
but also to sec if the Dutch vessels were there, After the 
“Phaeton” had departed, which the Japanese attempted in 
vain to prevent, the Governor of Nagasaki, feeling himself 
disgraced, committed ‘Tlarakiri”, Ignorant of — the 
Japanese code of honour the unfortunate results of his 
visit could not have been anticipated by the English Naval 
Conunander ; and did he hear of it, Pellew would have been 
the first to deplore the loss of stich a gallant gentleman as 
Matsudaira Dausho no Kami seems to have been, 


At the time when he became Lt. Governor of Java— 
181a—Rafles was but thirty years of age, Tle had had a 
meteoric career. By birth he was a Yorkshireman but his 
youth was passed in London. Of schooling he had 
litle for already at fourteen he was employed in the East 
India [Louse where he employed himself to such purpose 
that in 1805 at the early age of twentyfour he received an 
appointment as Assistant Secretary to the Tast India 
Company’s administration at Penang. lor the next five 
years he devoted himself to the study of present day Mala- 
ya and it is to ‘his genius that the English nation owes its 
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possession of Singapore, in Kafiles (ime an almost unin- 
habited island belonging to the Sultan of Johore, 

lever frail in health in Sto Rattles visited Cileutta 
to recuperate and there attracted the attention of Lord 
Minto, the Governor General, who sent hin back again to 
Malacea as his personal representative to stiidy the posi 
bility of Che conquest of Jaya from the Deen, told at 
thal time having been aunesed to France by Napoleon, In 
I8ie the operations were carried oul in accordance with 
his plans and September of that year saw Raliles installed 
as Lieutenant-Governor of the Island under the supreme 
direction of the Governor General in Couneil at Caleutta, 
TL was perhaps, this subordination of his post Co Tndia (hat 
caused the miscarriage of many of his plans, Certainly 
a perusal of the Japan correspondence shows the Cotmeil 
at Calcutta always hesitant in their support, especially so 
after the departure from India in Jime i8ig of Lord 
Minto his particular patron, lis administration af fave 
was vigorous but his acts were hampered by the uncertain: 
ty of tenure, In 1815 it was decided to restare the ishund 
fo the Dutch and consequently Raffles feft for hone in the 
Spring of (816.7 While in England he brought out his 
well known “TTistory of Java” of whieh the appendix on 
Japan is reprinted in this book. | Ts aeeount of the 
Duteh Trade with Japan is of particular interest because 
il is obviowsly based on a careful study ef the Duteh re 
cards themselves open to him at Bataviin ‘The followin 
year saw him back in the Mast at Bencoolen in Sumatra, as 
Resident, an appointment mace in 1813 by Lord Minto and 
later confirmed by the Hast India Company after the ¢es- 
sion of Java. ‘The autumn of 1817 found him in Caleutta 
where he obtained the consent of Che Government to (he oe 
cupation of Singapore, an island whieh bis anerring judge 
ment had picked ont as the stragetic centre of the East [ne 
dies. At Singapore he remained until 1843 except for short 
visits Lo Sumatra avhere he still retained the Governorship 
of Beneoolen, I Tis marvelous organisation of British trad- 
ing facililies, with Singapore as their centre require no 
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elaboration bere. In April 1824 onee more in ill health 
he left for home where he became seriously if] in May 1826 
and died from apoplexy on the 5th, July 18.26 at the early 
ave of forly live.

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CHAPTER I. 


Igxtract of report by Sir Stamford Raffles made to the 
Governor General of India from, Malacca, dated June 
TEIC en route to conquer Java. 


The only remaining Dutch possession to which it 
is necessary at present to request your Lordship’s allen- 
tion is the factory at Japan. The information which T 
have been able to procure relative to this factory is of 
a vety general nature, and my observations therefore 
should be confined to a very slight sketch and its general 
management. The [Empire of Japan has for a long 
period adopted and carried into effect all the exclusive 
maxims of Chinese policy with a degree of rigour tn- 
known even in China itself. Previous to the expulsion 
of the Portuguese and the exterpation of Christianity in 
the latter part of the seventeenth century, the Japanese 
trade was reckoned by far the most advantageous which 
could be pursued in the Mast, and very much superior 
10, either the Tndian or Chinese trade, After the ex- 
ptlsion of the Portuguese a very extensive trade was for 
some time permitted to be carried on by the Dutch on 
account of the benefits which the Japanese conceived 
{hey have received from that nation during the Portu- 
guese War and especially the detection of a formidable 
conspiracy* of some of the Japanese princes to dethrone 
the imperor, which was detected by the Dutch inter- 
cepting the ship which conveyed the correspondence of 
the conspirators, Tt was for these reasons that the 


* This refers to the Shimabara rebellion 1637—~1638. Same 
historians stale that the Dutch Shipping captured a juni carrying a 
letter to Macao asking Portuguese aid, 
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Dutch originally procured the Tmperial Edict by which 
they were permitted ta trade to Japan to the exclusion 
of all other uropean nations. ‘This public act of their 
ancestors, the Japanese have repeatedly declared that 
they will not cancel, but they have done everything: but 
formally cancel [it] for a more limited and less free 
trade never was carried on hy one rich nation to anol her, 
Tor more than half a century, the Dutel trade has been 
limited by two yearly ships from Datavia, the cargoes 
of both of which scarcely ever exceed 200,000 dollars, 
and their only profitable returns are in Japan copper 
and a small quantity of camphor, To show themselves 
impartial in their restrictions, the Japanese have limited 
the traffic of the Chinese, the only astern nation, whom 
they suffer to trade with them at all, in a similar manner 
to that of the Dutch, and they suffer no more (han six 
Chinese junks to visit Nangasalie in the year, The trade 
of the two favored nations, the Dutch and the Chinese, 
is also limited to the single port of Nanyasakie. Tn pur. 
suance of their exclusive maxims and conformably to 
thé terms of their agreement with the Dutch, the Japan- 
ese have on every occasion followed an uniform line of 
conduct and rejected in the most peremptory manner the 
various overtures of different nations of Mttrope refusing 
equally to have any intercourse, negociations or com. 
merce with any of them, Tt must also be admitted that 
the whole foreign trade of Japan composed (sic) with 
the rules of the country is absolutely trifling nor is there 
any rich or powerful body of men, like the Hong mers 
chants of China at all interested in its continuance, ‘The 
yearly presents, whether offered to the Governor of 
Nangasakie or the Emperor are of no great value and 
rigidly limited by law and usage, and as the Government 
of Japan is much stronger and more vigilant than that 
of China, no such abuses can be ventured on at Nanpin- 
sakic as take place at Canton. I’rom these reasons there 
is great cause to think that if the Japanese fully com- 
prehended the nature of the events which have taken 
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place in Holland and now threaten Batavia, that all in- 
tercourse between the Japanese and Europeans would 
immediately be brought to a termination, The Japanese 
conceive that they have entered into engagements with 
the Dutch only while they exist as a nation and there is 
the ulmost reason to think that in the event of the Dutch 
merging in any other nation, they would hy no means 
consider these engagements as of any force, Their 
foreign trade supplied them with no articles of imperious 
necessity and is of no advantage to any great national 
body. Indeed the only persons who have any scrious 
interest in it is the Corps of the Dutch Interpreters, a 
small hody who follow this hereditary occupation and 
have no important influence in the State, and who are 
required to study Dutch and to transact business in tt, 
in order that Europeans may have no occasion or oppor- 
tunity of acquiring the Japanese language, As Japan 
however is almost totally secluded from the rest of the 
world it is not probable that these events will be speedily 
communicated to them by the Dutch factory. A more 
probable event is that immediately on the fall of the 
Island of Java the Dutch Vactory at Canton will en- 
deavour to avail themselyes of the opening, in conjune- 
tion with the Americans, and perhaps the Portuguese, 
to invest a part of their dormant capital for the Japan 
market, and advise the Duteh [Factory of Nangasakic 
to keep | up] the deception and prt the Japanese on their 
guard against the overtures of the English, Certain it 
is that in the case of Japan out superior force can be of 
no avail to us, but rather on the contrary may excite the 
greater jealousy, The situation of the Dutch Factory 
at Japan is very similar to that at Canton in China, which 
as far as reyards the establishment in China, may survive 
all the disasters of both Batavia and the mother country. 
The Japanese are acquainted with the Tnelish nation, 
hut they have only become acquainted with them from 
the Porluguese and the Duleh, both of whom were in- 
terested in engrossing the Japan trade and have there- 
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fore no doubt taken care to prepossess the fiysinese in. 
the strongest manner against the Mnglishy Indeed when 
Captain Pellew visited Nangasakie about Uiree years igo, 
though he might have plundered the Dutch [factory, had 
it contained anything valuable, he found that the Japan 
ese would listen to no overtures of intercourse, Abayit 
the same time they rejected with equal steadiness the 
Russian Embassy dispatehed dircetly to Japan, refusing 
equally to admit of any overtures on the part of che 
Russians, and to accept of the valuable presents brotysht 
by the Ambassadors. The same fate bas attended sone 
late attempt of the Americans to establish an intercottrse 
with Japan, and I am strongly of opinion that there is 
not the least reason to hope that any of our overtures 
would meet with a more favourable reception, Hf pot sup. 
ported by the representations of the Dtteh who are at 
present resident in the factory of Desinia at Nangasakic, 
T therefore beg leave to state to your Lordship as my 
decided opinion that the only chance whieh we have for 
retaining the Japanese trade is by gaining to our interest 
the present Dutch Resident al Japan and the Japanese 
Corps of Dutch interpretors, at whatever price it my 
cost. With respect to the means by which this may 
be best accomplished, it is probable that better informa 
tion than we yet possess may he procuredat Batavia bee 
fore it becomes necessary to dispatch the yearly vessel for 
Japan, which is about the beginning of March, Ivery 
precaution must doubtless he used Lo secure the reception 
.of an English Agent in the first place, and to make the 
transition as imperceptible as possible from the Dutch 
to the Ienglish. The last Japanese invoices of articles 
required by the Board of Trade will he found at Batavia 
and may be answered exactly and it will he requisite for 
the English Agent, if received at all, to reside al Japan 
till the return of the ships next season, according: to the 
Dutch ceremonial, and if in the interim he could acyiire 
the Japanese language and ingratiate himself with the 
Bonzes of religions of the Buddhest sects, much might 
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probably be done to open the Japanese trade on a more 
liberal seule, especially during the yearly journey to the 
Court of the Emperor, when the Japanese nobles and 
princes are accustomed to visit the Linvoy in disguise. 
With regard to the present Japanese trade, it certainly 
is by no means equal to that of many nepleeied countrics 
in Asia, but the principal inducement ta make effarts for 
dls continuance is the prospect of it being opened on a 
jmore extensive scale, an event which is very likely to be 
accelerated by the aggressions of Russia on the Kurile 
Tslands which properly belong to Japan, and several of 
which the Russians have already reduced.

We have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the 30 April last, with the enclosures 
which accompanied it, on the subject of the tirade with 
Japan, 

2-——The opening of a commercial intercourse be- 
tween Natavia and Japan is an object of considerable 
importance to the British interest, but we are apprehen- 
sive, frem all the information that we have collected on 
the subject, that the measure is likely to be attended with 
many difficulties, The well known and unconquerable 
prejudices of the Japanese Government against strangers, 
the oxelusive preference which they have hitherto mani- 
fested to the Dutch and Chinese, their utter insensibility 
to all Che advantages of an extended commerce together 
with the not improbable intrigues of the Dutch at Nanga- 
zake, enterpose (sic) serious obstacles to the success of 
the design, which you appear to have duly weighed and 
appreciated before you undertook the projected voyage 
to Japan, 
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a——The favorable result reported by yott or ine 
commercial adventure of the Duleh to Japan in the year 
1800, 1807 and 18o9, no vessel having: heen sent in tRos 
and 7810, furnished reasonable grounds for concluding 
that under a proper management, the trade with) that 
country, if ican he established, will prove not only high 
ly beneficial to the interest of the colonies eammilted to 
your charge, but open a prospect of arm for Che pros 
fitable disposal of a considerable portion of the produce 
of British India, We concur therefore in the expediency 
of the measures which yout have adopted for the accom 
plishment of this desireable abjecG and we sincerely haope 
that the success of the scheme will be commensurate to 
the ability and public spirit displayed in the undertaking, 
4e—The considerations whieh have induced you to 
determine upon sending’ the Janes Drummond and other 
vessel to Japan in praseention af the seheate of apeniug 
a commercial intercourse with that emoire, withont wait- 
ing the receipt of advices from us on Che subjeet, appears 
to be judicious and to be founded in a laudable desire to 
preclude the obstacles to he apprehended Co the suecess of 
the adventure from delay in carrying: it into exceution. 
5.—-Mr, Wardenaar’s appointinent as supereargo of 
these ships, under the circumstances adverted to by you, 
was oxtremedy judicious, and he appears from your re- 
port to be peculiarly well qualified (o undertake this de- 
licate mission, Your seleetion of Dr, Ainslie to aceam 
pany him in the avowed capacity of surgeon of the ship, 
though for the more important and ultimate purposes 
of effecting the necessary settlement of the several ob- 
jests of the mission, meets with our entire concurrence, 
6.—The commission of 20 per cent on the profits of 
the voyage, proposed to be granted to Mr. Wardenaar, 
is a higher compensation than we ever vecalleet to have 
heen granted in a commercial adventure, but with re- 
ference to his situation at Java and to the peeuliar nature 
of his appointment, we are satisfied that the reasons

The indifference with which the Japanese carry on 
the trade with the Dutch, and which must have increased 
during late years when the latter had no opportunity of 
sending ships to Japan; the irreconcileable hatred which 
the Japanese generally manifest towards all Turopean 
nations excepting only the Dutch, and which was even 
lately evinced in their rejection of the Russian Embassy 
and of the English merchant vessels dispatched from 
Madras under the direction of an American named 
Stewart,* who had been there a short time before in an 
American ship freighted by the Dutch Company, and 
the insensibility of the Japanese with respect to all for- 
eign productions; demand the exercise of very great 
prudence in introducing among them any other nation 
but the Dutch, especially the Tnglish who carry in their 
colours crosses, to which they entertain an inveterate 
aversion,

All transactions between the Datel and the Jepsu 
ese are conducted on the part of Government by persons 
who speak, write and read the Diteh tunguages se thot 
all letters, invoices, accounts and other papers must be 
drawn up in that language. Tt is therefore an objeet of 
the first importance to depute thither a Dutehmian 4s 
Chief of the Ixpedition-~a man of integrity who tits a 
reputation to lose, and whose entire devotion to the Urit- 
ish interests may he depended upon a person known 
to have been formerly in the service of the Dateh Com 
pany, and to have filled situations of respectibility. The 
Japanese are very tenacious on this point of seleetion, 
especially if the person selected has never visited them 
before, knowing as they do by thelr books and other 
documents, the names of the different persons who have 
heen among them and calculating hy the rank of thy 
chiefs deputed to them, the degree of regard whieh i 
shewn to their nation, The person to be selected fot 
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that purpose should therefore in the first instance be one 
of distinguished rank, and above all of an affable and 
puient character, who on his arrival should endeavour 
to conciliate the persons cniployed by the late Govern- 
ment and still residing at Japan, in order to prevent any 
unfavorable intelligence being given respecting the new 
‘visitors; and above all he should endeavour to gain the 
esteem of the Japanese, Ile should moreover be a pee- 
son who can speak and write [nglish, and who would 
‘cordially engage to promote the British interests, to win- 
“der one or two years at Japan, and to endeavour in that 
time to secure in favor of the English the disposition 
which the Japanese have hitherto exclusively manifested 
towards the Dutch. 

The selection of an Tenglishman to accompany him 
as Second, and with whom he should act in concert, is 
not of less importance, as he must be of a very mild and 
peaceable character, never yielding to hasty impulses of 
temper, and must conform Lo all the customs of the coun- 
try and caprices of the Japanese, which are not less irk- 
sone than those of the Chinese, it having been the usual 
practice of the Dutch to submit to all these hardships. 
Besides, this person should possess a judgment sufficient- 
ly clear to enable him to afford to the [Mngtlish Govern- 
ment remarks which may be of use to it hereafter, 

And as the more subordinate persons to be employed 
are not of much consequence, but have more intercourse 
with the Japanese Lnterpreters, if would be advisable to 
employ Dutchmen in the first Expedition, of whom a 
sufficient number will undoubtedly be found at Batavix, 
af sufficiently good fantily and character to admit of their 
being employed on this service, 

The proposed Second being an Englishman, will be 
able after his arrival and residence in that country, to 
furnish such hints and communications whether on this 
or on other subjects, as his experience and Jocal informa- 
tion may enable him to afford. TC is therefore unneces- 
sary Lo say more on this subject.

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The advantages of a trade with Japan are of suffici- 
ent importance to invite a culdivation of if, even on the 
condition of great sacrifice, ‘The exports to Japan con 
sist of the ad. sort of Java brown sugar, and of the nani 
factures and other merehandizes of Turope and India; 
and the returns are made in Japan copper and camphor, 
‘These are the only articles in whieh the Company deal 
exclusively, A the other productions of Japan, such 
as porcelain, silks, lacker, and other articles, are left to 
individuals who carry thither such articles of merchan- 
dize in which the Company do not maintain an exclusive 
trade. And as the Company's ships are in general only 
ballasted with a cargo of copper, they allow their servants 
and seamen to fill up the ships Cree of Treight. The 
trade between the Company and the Japanese ts carried 
on very systematically, ‘The prices both of imports and 
exports are fixed and invariable. ‘There is a Court of 
Commerce on the part of the Japanese Government, 
which examines and reports on the different articles of 
importation, and any eventual diminution of the fixed 
value depends solely on Che quality of the pools, ‘The 
exports whether in quality or price are always the same, 
The yvoods of individuals are dealt with in the same man- 
ner by the officers of Government but these goods are of 
the lowest class; and as the returns for the lather are 
equally unimportant, they are not so much attended to, 

Conformably to late arrangements, the Japanese 
have agreed to deliver annually 8000 peculs of Japan 
copper @ 133-2/3 Ih. inglish weight, which according 
lo the best of ny recollection, costs only ro dollars per 
pecul, This metal would sell at Batavia for the Indian 
trade, without difficulty, at from qu to q2 dollars per 
pecul, and would consequently yiell a profit of 386,000 
dollars, but during late years the finanees of the Dutch 
Government at Java being redueed to an extraordinary 
ebb, it was coined into doils, which yielded to that Goverit- 
ment 7§ dollars per pecul, and, consequently an advance 
of 264,000 dollars above the market price (of uncoined 
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copper) a relief inconceivahle in small money, (he Javan- 
ese preferring doits for currency in their bazars. Thus 
the Government of Java in return for sugar, manulac- 
dures, and other goods, amounting to 80,000 dollars, re- 
ceived in ready cash 600,000 dollars, which was certainly 
not a clear profit, hut deducting the cost and charges of 
the voyage, which cannot exceed 170,000 dollars there 
still remains a netl profit of 350,000 dollars without 
taking dato the calculation the profit which individuals 
derive from this trade, and from which Government also 
invariably derives its own proportionate benelit. 

The inability of the Dutch Company during the 
latter years to send ships and articles of trade to satisfy 
the demands of the Japanese has contributed a great deal 
to diminish the trade with Japan, for a single ship could 
not carry a sufficient quantity of sugar (their principal 
want) and other merchandizes, to pay for the copper she 
could bring back; and as the Japanese take no money in 
their trade, the Dutch Company were always in their 
debt; so that their servants had no ground Cor insisting 
ona larger delivery of copper. OF these circumstances, 
the Chinese (who excepting the Dutch, are the only for- 
eigners allowed to trade with Japan) have taken advant- 
age Lo enlarge their trade, being enabled, thro’ the Viceroy 
of Canton, to supply all the wants of the Japanese. ‘The 

‘nyvlish Company therefore have this opposition to over- 
come; but as they possess the means of counteracting the 
Chinese in their imports, by themselves supplying’ those 
merchandizes which the Chinese have at second hand, 
there is not a doubt but that by extending the scale both 
of imports and exports, the profit on this trade must 
become of very preat importance, 

The information given on this subject is derived 
merely from an examination of papers relative to this 
trade. There is not a doubt but thal people who have 
resided at Japan would be able to furnish reports and 
suggestions much more interesting. The late Director 
General at Batavia, Mr. Chassd, and Counsellor of the 
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Indies, Mr. Wardenaar,* have both resided: there as 
Chiefs of the Duteh Company, and will without doubt 
readily give (heir opinion on this subjects but itis doubt» 
ful whether Chey will willingly consent Co tadertike the 
voyage themselves, (he former being anit of fortune 
With a numerous family whont he would not readily se- 
parate froniy and the Tatler not being: inelined to de so, 
from ao apprehension of not succeeding, Neither is 
there a hope that the present Chiel will like to continue 
there, it beings no less than three years since a stiteeessor 
was sent thither at his own request, who was however 
captured by the [nglish, and no ships have heen sen 
sinee that time to Japan.

Your first ohject will be after an explicit avowal of 
the circumstances which have taken place with regard 
to the incorporation of Tolland with Mrance, and the 
consequent transfer of this Colony to the present autho+ 
rity, to obtain permission through the aedigm of the 
Japanese and Dutch Commissioners for entering the har- 
bour and effecting the commercial objects of the voyage 
In the course of your communivation with the Japanese 
it is recommended to you to avoid the mention of the 
hastilities, which in consequence of the existence af the 
French power, took place in Java, but such information 
might, with a people so excessively jelous and ignorant, 
have the effect of creating alarm, and an entire miscou- 
ception of the views and intentions of the British Gov- 
ernment which, as far ag regards Japan, are exclusive. 
ly confined to the continuance of the commercial inter- 
course; but T cannot point out to you a better guide for 
the nature of your communications than the sentiments 
expressed in the Proclamation of the Right Tfonorable 
Lord Minto, under date the ath August, and what must 
be the grateful feclings of every Dutehman of this Island 
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for the protection whieh has been aflarded them in the 
late Lime of calamity. 

On the attainment of this first and very important 
point of your Mission your next attention is directed t> 
the obtaining a permission for the future continuance 
of the Trade between Java and Japan, 

Mr. Ainslie proceeds with you in the ostensible 
sapacity of Surgeon to the Factory but as he will also 
assist you with his counsel and advice in such cases as 
may be necessary, it will be inermbent on you to inform 
him of the nature and extent of all your communications 
with the Japanese. This gentleman is to be teft at Japan 
on your departure as Commissioner on the part of this 
Government, in such ostensible selection, however, as 
may by you and him jointly he considered as most ad- 
visable, and in the event of your obtaining: permission 
for the continuance of the trade with Japan. 

A personal salary of 1,000 Spanish dollars per men- 
sem will be granted to you during the continuance of 
your Commission, which is caleulated not to exceed six 
months, An advance of three months will be made here, 
and the remainder may be liquidated af Japan if required 
to cover your expenses in maintaining the dignity of your 
sitnation there, and in the event of your not succeeding 
in the final object of your Commission, this salary is to 
be considered as in full of all remuneration for your 
services as Commissioner, 

Should it turn aut, contrary to expectation, that 
after a eattions communication from you lo the Japan- 
ese Government, permission to enter the harbour and 
trade may not be pranted, you are still, as far as may 
be prudent, to endeavgur lo communicate with the Dutch 
servants, and if all efforts to obtain a regular intercourse 
are frustrated, you are authorised in concert with Doctor 
Ainslie to attempt the attainment of such a partial ad- 
mission as may serve to prevent the entire failure of the 
present mereantile speculation and to keep alive the inter 
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est which may render the prohability of futtre attempts 
more stccessful. In such a plausible case you may rely 
on your exertions being recompensed by the usual liberal- 
ity of the British Government, 

Should it appear absolutely necessary for the fur- 
therance of the objects in view that you should remain 
for one season at Japan you are authorized to dorso, and 
you will consider the enclosed public instructions as your 
guide in all cases where the same may not be superseded 
by these secret orders.

As I have alter much consideration selected you to 
proceed to Japan ostensibly as surgeon to the factory 
there, but in reality for the purpose of effecting the 
political objects of transferring to the British Govern- 
ment the trade heretofore exclusively enjoyed by the 
Dutch with the Empire, and obtaining every possible 
informaton of the nature and resources of the country 
with the means of obtaining a more extensive and 
advantageous intercourse, I conceive that I cannot put 
you in fuller possession of my sentiments on the subject 
than by enclosing for your information the copy of a 
despatch which T have addressed to the Supreme Goverti- 
ment on the subject with their reply thereto, 

Copies of the instructions given to Mr. Wardenaar 
are also enclosed, from which you will observe that I 
have intrusted that gentleman with (he entire manage- 
ment of the first communications and continuation of the 
Lrade as Jong as it may be necessary lo disguise from the 
Japanese Government the political changes which have 
taken place here, 

But as soon as in your opinion a direct intercourse 
between the British Government and the Japanese may be 
attempted with safety, the intermediate interferance of 
a Dutch agent will of course in a material degree be 
superseded, 

Tt is impossible for me in this place to define the 
exact periad at which your interference may be advisable 
ov Lo limit the extent to whieh it should be earried as the 
necessity or propriety of cither must naturally arise from 
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circumstances on which it is new wholly impracticable 
to caleulates but it will he evident to yor that the first 
and most important point of the whole transaction rests 
with Mr, Wardenaar and that all interference on your 
part should be as delicate and tmobtrusive as possible 
until he may have effected the objects exclusively expeet+ 
ed from him, and that the transfer of the superin(ending 
authority from him to you shall appear as the obvious 
restll of his measures, but it will be your duty to tike 
especial care throughout that no possible advantage is 
lost for the British Government or tnexpeeted intrigne 
permitted to supersede the main object of the enterprise. 

You will be a correct judge how far the intrordue- 
{ion of the Bengal Company or (he (ngtish name, or a 
full communication of all the political events which have 
taken place may affect (he continence of Muropean inter. 
course, and it must be left to your diseretion (o limit (sie) 
or extend the allempts which may be made in negotiating 
with the Japanese; and Tam further perfeetly aware of 
the very delicate situation in whieh you will stand iu 
preventing the compromise of the British character. at 
the same time that the (rade may possibly be lintited ander 
the restriction of an exclusive intercourse with Dateh- 
men, which as a temporary measure in the failure of fru. 
ther views, il may still be advisable to submit rather than 
to forevo all intercourse whatever, 

Tf there is one point more than another to whieh T 
would direct yout most particular adlention it is (hat of 
obtaining by conciliatory means the most decided and 
imperceptible influence over Mr, Wardenaar and the 
whole of the Dutch factory, and that literally all their 
actions should spring from your suggestions, at the same 
time that they feel themselves as acting independently, 
and with the view of enabling you to ohtain with more 
certainly this influence aver the inferior Dutch servants 
as well as over the Japanese inlerpreters whose interest 
you must by all means obtain, you are authorized to ex- 
pend such sums on account of Secret Service as may be 
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suited to the occasion and in the event of your not being 
enabled with sufficient delicacy to their jealousy, that the 
distribution of money on the spot might awaken injury 
to the cordiality above adverted to (sic), it may perhaps 
be necessary that | should in this place state that any 
recommendations for increase of pay, for pensions or 
presents that may be forwarded to Batavia by you will 
meet my attention and ready compliance, 

The fullest and most detailed information on every 
point connected with the commercial intercourse and 
political state af the country will be expected Crom yor 
by the return ships and hy every subsequent opporluanily 
that may offer, and J am satisfied that you will duly ap- 
preciate and nol disappoint the confidence with which 
you are thus entrusted with the establishment of an in- 
terest in Japan, the importance and extent of which is 
perhaps only to be equalled by the delicacy and difficulty 
of its altainment. 

Until a permanent arrangement is made with res- 
peel to the Establishment at Japan, you are authorized to 
draw an allowance of one thousand Spanish dollars per 
mensem.

January 1814, deprecating 
the high expenses involved in the expedition to Japan 
but haping for a successful issue,

To Seey, at Java dated 29th January 1814. 


To Cy Assey Esq, 
Seerclary to the Government of Java, 


! am directed hy Vis ixeellency the Right Honor- 
able the Governor General in Council to acknowledge the 
receipt of a letter from the flonorable the Lieutenant 
Governor bearing date the 23d September, with the Docu- 
ments mentioned to accompany it; and [ have Ilis Lord- 
ships Commands to offer the following remarks on the 
subject af this Dispatch, 

a-—The Governor General in Council does not pos- 
sess, sufficient information with regard to the present 
slate of Japan lo be enabled to estimate the difficully of 
establishing a commercial Tntercourse with that Country, 
or to appreciale the advantages of such an intercourse, 
should the altemp! to establish it prove successful, 

3-—The Governor General in Council observes that 
the expense incidental to the undertaking is likely to be 
very considerable, far exeeeding the amount which this 
Government would have thought it prudent to sanction 
for the purpose of making an experiment, the success of 
which appears to be so uncertain independently of the 
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cost of the goods, of the hire of the ships, and of the 
monthly salaries allowed to the different persons coe 
ployed on this serviee, is Lordship in Council observes 
that the Lieutenant Governor has tindertaken to grant 
eventually a very large gratuity (50,000 Dollars) (o Mr, 
Wardenaar, as well as pensions and gratuities Co various 
other individuals whose agency may be employed in pro- 
molting the success of the undertaking, 

4.—The Governor General in Council is disposed, 
therefore to doubt whether the expense is nol dispropor- 
tioned to the value of the object contemplated; and altho’ 
His Lordship in Council has great confidence in the prtt- 
dence and judgement of the Liculenant Governor, he 
cannot concur allogether in the propriety of his engaging 
in so expensive an undertaking without having: more 
satisfactory grounds for asstiming that the experiment 
was likely to suceced and that the advantages to be derived 
from an intercourse with Japan, were likely to be such 
as Lo justify great pecuniary sacrifices in the procecution 
of the attempt to establish it, 

§,—The Governor General in Council is of opinion 
that without some such assurance, it would have heen 
more prudent to have confined the undertaking to a very 
limited scale, and that it would have been suffieient (o 
have sent, in the first instance, a single Vessel, with a 
cargo of small value, for the purpose of ascertaining 
the disposition of the officers of the Dutch Factory, as 
well as the disposition of the Japan Government to admit 
a commercial intercourse with Java under the cireum- 
stances of the late change in the administration of that 
Colony. 


6.—Cut off as the Officers of the Dutch Tactory 
are from all their natural connections it is not probable 
that they would be adverse to the reestablishment of an 
intercourse, from which they might experience, and from 
which they could not possibly sustain any disadvantage, 
Their alarm and jealousy may, indeed, he excited by the 
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indirect means purstied by the Government of Java Lor 
the purpose of introducing the Agency of the British 
Resident Hr. Ainslie; and if they should suspect, as they 
are likely toda, that ft is intended to substitute ultimately 
the Ageney of Chis Officer for their own, they will no 
doubt have an interest in counteracting: hiny, and in de- 
Seating all the objects of the enterprize, The Governor 
General in Council is Cherefore of opinion that a greater 
degree af confidence, and a more open and candid pro- 
ceeding towards the Duteh Factory would have been 
better caleulated to promote the suceess of the under- 
taking: 
ge> The jealous character of the Government of 
Japan would, if may be apprehended, create obstacles to 
the establishment of a friendly understanding between 
that Government and the British Government of Java; 
buC the Governor General in Council is by no means satis- 
fied that the chundestine proceeding which has been re- 
sorted to will not be fikely in the end to aggravate Lhe 
diffieulty, Tis not to be supposed that the Japanese can 
long remain ignorant of the change which has taken place 
in (he acninis(ration of (he late possessions of the Duteh 
in the Mastern Seas, and if they should discover herca fer 
that a disingenuous artifice has heen practised to intro- 
duce ott Agents into their country it is lo be apprehended 
that they would resent the imposition, and [eel little dis- 
posed ta eantinue an intercourse with us, Upon these 
considerations the Governor General in Council is of 
opinion that the attempt to establish an intercourse 
should have been open and avowed, Unal it should have 
heen in the first instance at a small expense, and that if 
sevious obstacles were found lo exist the idea should for 
the time have been relinquished,  lailure in this case 
could not have heen attended with any very bad con- 
sequences, while, if the experiment succeeded we should 
have had greater reason to rely on Lhe permanency of the 
benefits resulting from iL 

The Governor General in Council has deemed it pro- 
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per to furnish the Government of Java with the senti- 
ments of this Government op the measure undertaken by 
the Lt, Governor; but Tis Lordship in Couneil will be 
happy to find that the event has not justified his apprehen- 
sions, and that the enterprise has been productive of ad- 
vantages fully sufficient to indemnify the Government for 
the very heavy expenses attending’ it.

Of Palembang and Banca it is unnecessary to speak 
further, as the question has already come under the Su- 
perior Authorilies.... but there is more immediate neces- 
sity of drawing the line with regard to the Factory at 
Japan. 

T’rom the peculiar circumstanees in whieh this Mac- 
tory was placed, the influence of the British Arms could 
not there be fell or admilted. Negociation and political 
arrangement could alone effect the object we have in view, 
and a policy altogether distinct from what might have 
heen pursued in Java and it’s immediate Dependencies has 
from insurmountable necessity heen adopted. 

Our object in negociations with the Japanese Gov- 
ernment is the free admission of the British Trade to 
that Island—while the interests of Java only would be 
accomplished tu being able to resume the Trade on the 
exclusive privilege heretofore atlached to it—but it ap- 
pears that this cannot be effected in any way suitable to 
the honor and dignity of the British Government. Tt 
must either be carried on under false colours or aban- 
doned—and if it be possible lo take advantage of the 
commanication which through Java is open to Japan for 
the purpose of establishing a Brilish connection—is such 
a connection to be considered an appendage to the Colony? 
Adininislering the Government of Java, the interests of 
that Colony might be sufficiently aitended to were the 
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"Trade to Japan carried on under Dutch Colours, but as 
LT have stated above, a continuation of that practice would 
not be honorable, and ye i is only Uirough Che means 
we possess by holding Java that we are cnabled to com 
municate, J 

Necessity, honor and policy therefore require that 
in whatever may regard ot conneetion with Japan, the 
reneral interests of the British [Empire be considered 
rather than the local interests and advantages of the 
Colony which Tam appointed (o superintend. Tad T not 
assumed this principle of action, the late Uexpedition ta 
Japan might have been conducted exclusively hy Dutch 
Colonists and the English have remained as ignorant at 
this day of the nature of the Establishment there as the 
national jealousy of the Dateh could wish to male it--- 
a more extensive policy however has been pursued, and if 
persevered in, it promises eventually to be successful, 

We are gradually undermining the exelusive ad- 
ministration of a Dutch Factory and may possibly be able 
to supersede it by an English one—but this cannot in the 
present tincertain state of Java be effected by the Chief 
Authority of that Colony, unless he acts on more enlarged 
views than the immediate interests of that Colony may 
recite, 

Trom the nature of the Japan trade, the cargoes 
must for some time be furnished from Batavia and it is 
essential that the vessels sail from that Port until our 
influence may he permanently established at Nangasaki. 
The possession of Java is therefore a sine qua non in our 
early intercourse, and without the interference of the 
Local Government, it would he impossible o carry it on 
—but if our views are directed as they naturally must be, 
to the establishment of a permanent footing in Japan, 
and to the future extension of that valuable trade from 
one or two ships in the year to perhaps eight, ten, or even 
more, the authority and immediate superintendence of the 
oe British Authority in India seems necessary to 
direct it.

Tn former Advices { adverted to the Commercial 
Adventure to Japan, and the measures taken for the 
transfor to the British Government of the Trade here- 
tofore exclusively enjoyed by the Dutch and for opening 
to the manufactares of Great Britain the supply of that 
estensive empire in exchange for the valuable Commodi- 
ties that may he received in return, 

T have now the satisfaction to inform you, that the 
first difficulty is overcome, and if the result of the ex- 
pedition has not included alf the objects contemplated, 
it has paved the way to a further and more decisive at- 
lempt with every prospect of success, 

3-—In forwarding the Reports of the Gentlemen 
employed on this occasion T shall consider the nature and 
value of the Trade to Japan, the result of experience 
gained by the recent Mission, and the manner in which 
the British Tnterests may in all probability become firmly

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de For more immediate reference a Copy of my 
address to the Supreme Govermment® and (heir reply 
thereto with the Tnstructions* to Dr, Alnstie and Mr. 
Wardennar are annexed from these if will be observed 
that the first and most important point of reepening the 
Conmmunication whieh hay ceased for your years, and 
under the political cireunistanees whieh had taken place

g--When however the Communication had once 
been opened, it is hy no means so evident that the diffi- 
cally might not have been afterwards surmounted, had 
not the Avreement then coneluded with Mr, Doeff, ren- 
dered a deviation impossible. And it is in this part of the 
Missidn that there seems to be the strongest ground of 
Expectation with regard to the future. 

10-—-It appears from Mr. Wardenaar’s Report thc 
the principal Interpreters were admitted into his con- 
fidence and knew the actual stale of Affairs from the 
Commencement; Dr. Ainslie also confirms the fact that 
the real natare of the Mission was no seeret—il is not 
therefore in the nature of things that these circum- 
stances could have remained unknown to the principal 
Officers concerned in the Trade and Communication with 
the [actory, or to the Governor of Nangasacky himself. 


trl seems equally improbable thal the truth could 
have Jeon concealed from the Japanese Government 
tnder the political Institutions stated to exist there; and 
consequently as the presents sent on this occasion have 
heen accepled and the usual communication has beea 
received of what is required in the next Year, the per- 
sonal interests of the several parties will he concerned in 
rendering the Government as favorable as possible to the 
late Mission since their own culpability for concealing 
the facts will he lessened only in proportion to their ob- 
taining the approval of proceedings the real truth of 
which could nol have been unknown to them. 

T2a-—The anxiely belrayed by Mr, Doelf to obtain 
the Commercial direction in his own hands, and the al- 
tempt which he more than once made to introduce the 
subject with Mr. Wardenaar, and to secure from hin 
some engagement to (hat effect, shews clearly that this 
Gentleman had no apprehension of the Trade continuing 
to be carried on in British Ships, and so much petty in- 
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trigue, duplicity, and even misrepresentition appear 4 
have existed in the Conmmniecations of the Duteh with 
the Japanese, that fam not disposed to attach nitieh eredit 
to the alarms whieh Mr, Doeff would raise, or to the ine 
fluence which he is desirous of being: stipposed to pos- 
SCSS, 

T2-—Lle appears to he an able intriguing Gharactes 
disposed ta secure an ample Fortune for himself in the 
‘present moment when he thinks that the Colonial Advan- 
tages of the Japan Trade to Java would induce great 
sacrifices for iis preservation; but, aldhough iC will bs 
politic and perhaps necessary to remove him from Japan, 
there seems no reason to apprehend that the rejection 
of his proposals, whieh must of course be given, will prove 
any serious obstacle to the final conclasion of our mea- 
sures, Lis inconsistent with usage and Avith the Japan 
ese Regulations to permit the Chief of the Factory to 
remain beyond a certain period; that period, so far as 
regards Mr. Doell, has long ago expired and Mr. Warde- 
naar observes in this Letter “The refusal of Mr, Doelf 
“to obey the orders of the present Government of Java

“acquainted with the small influence which a Director of 
“the Dutch Trade has upon the Japanese, yet the con

t4—So far therefore as this Gentleman’s conduct 
may he considered lo affect our future measures, f do not 
consider his removal a matter of absolute necessily-—but 
it would no douht beadvantageous, and your TTonorable 
Committtee will perceive that it forms a part of the ar 
rangement which T have resolved to adopt, 

1§.—-The Commercial results of the recent Mission 
as they promote the local interests of this Colony are 
noticed in a general Letter of this date addressed to the 
Aonorable Court of Directors, and the enclosed Tisti- 
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mate of the Accountant will shew the produce and profit 
of the Adventure—-1t remains fo male some observations 
on the information derived as a guide to Tulure decision 
upon the practicability and advantage of continuing the 
Colonial Trade or of making the attempt to establish 
the British Interests at Japan by the introduction of a 
direel Commerce, and the Establishment of a British 
Taclory on objects wholly unconnected with the present 
uncertain possession of this Colony, 


16—-The Enclosure No. § contains a Statement of 
the events which followed the forcible entry of His Ma- 
jesty’s Ship Phaeton into the ITarbour of Nangasacky 
wilh a proposal received from Mr. Doeff relative to the 
continuance of Colonial Commerce with Japan, but 1 
did not hesitate Cor a moment to reject any such com- 
promise with Mr. Doeft, or to decline a Commerce on 
any terms under a foreign Mag, 
ye—~The Character of the Japanese has evidently 
been subject to the misrepresentation which the jealousy 
of the Duteh has industriously spread over the whole of 
their Hastern possessions-——it is observed by Dr, Ainslie 
whose ability and judgment entitle his remarks to the ut- 
most consideration that they are a race of people remark- 
able for frankness of manner and disposition, for intelli- 
gent enquiry, and freedom from prejudice—they are in 
an advanced state of civilisation, in a climate where 
European Manufacturers are almost a necessary comfort, 
and where long tse has accustomed them to many of its 
luxuries. 
18—-The following is an extract from Dr, Ainslie’s 
letter of the roth inst.

25.—Much delicacy is of course required to effect 
this object under the very peculiar circumstances of the 
case, but the object is great, and in every way worthy 
of the trial, and its commercial advantages must evident- 
ly overhalance any expence that may be incurred by the 
attempt, 

26.—It would not be possible to undertake this m- 
bassy with any prospect of success, either from Turope 
or from India, and Iam confident that any attempt to 
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secure the trade, except in the first instance for the East, 
India Company, would Tait—indeed, the nature of the 
Japanese Tnstilutions are such that it could not for years 
he carried on By general traders—it is also a necessary 
eonseqtence of the existing circumstances that the vessels 
should proceed from Batavia, because there can be little 
doubt that any abrupt or unusual appearances would im- 
mediately defeat the object; and I apprehend it can only 
be introduced by degrees, allowing some consideration 
for the habits of centuries and time for the prejudices to 
subside, which the Dutch have endeavoured to excite, 

27,—The intercourse of last year has broken the 
ice, ‘Che Interpreters and others, who alone arc, the 
channels of communication, have scen that the English 
are not the violent or intemperate characters that they 
have been represented to be and the personal contrast in 
the late Mission, so far as liberality of sentiment, manner 
and conduct could have had an effect, has been decidedly 
favorable to the British character, Nothing occurred 
to interrupt the harmony of the Mission and the Japanese 
are not so rude and ignorant a people as to suppose that 
the representations of the Dutch are wholly true, nor so 
prejudiced as not to form their own judgment and opin« 
ion, 

28,-—-When therefore the pride of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment has been soothed by an explanation stited to the 
dignity of the British nation and the effect of the pro- 
ceedings of Captain Pellew are removed by friendly com- 
munication, it seems not unlikely that on a full disclosure 
of the political events which have occurred, they will 
admit a British Control in the European Factory, the 
probable result of which is forcibly stated in the para- 
graph of Dr, Ainslie’s Report already quoted, 

29.—If the attempt be not made while we have 
possession of Java the opporttnity once lost may never 
be regained, Long associated habits acctistom the Japan- 
ese to commerce with Europeans only through Batavia, 
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and from every information (hat T have heen able to col- 
lect 1 am decidedly of opinion that it ought not to he 
undertaken in a more direel manner. 

30.—1ooking forward to this measure itis my inten 
tion Lo send one ship to Japan at the approaching: season 
in June next upon the same footing as last your and to 
relieve Mr. Doeff from his situation according: ly esta- 
hlished usage. ‘There will be no difficulty in accounting 
for the dispatch of one ship only nor in avoiding: a reply 
to his terms of agreement and thus (he communication 
will be kept open. 

3t—My idea then is that two of the TTonorable 
Company’s Cruizers should be sent to Japan at the favor+ 
able season in 1865, not for purposes of commerce, but 
to convey an agent charged with authority as abovemen- 
tioned and with positive orders not lo enter Lhe harbour 
unless a friendly communication is agreed to ,but to in- 
form the Japanese Government that if this offer is re- 
fused the commerce between Batavia and Japan is to 
cease, 

32.—The continuance of the trade as hitherto care 
ried on between Batavia and Japan is an object whieh 
under any circumstances would not be of great import. 
ance, but under existing circumstanees is what T could 
on no accotnt propose, 

33-—-The plan T have suggested being adopted, 
everything will depend tpon the selection of a person to 
exectite the important trust and T do not hesitate to point 
out Dr, Ainslie not merely as the fittest but the only man 
competent to the task—-he has already begun the work, 
and he professes a personal knowledge of the subject and 
of the people which is of the first importance to the suc~ 
cess of the undertaking and which it would be impossible 
for him to communicate to another, T have every rea- 
son to be well satisfied with his judgment and his exer- 
tions in the recent acquirements and his integrity (sie 
Pomission) are unquestionable, and his being favourably 
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known at Nangasacky gives him an advantage that no 
other Brilish gentleman can possess. I shall feel honor- 
ed in being myself intrusted with the gencral superin- 
tendence, and with such an immediate agent as Dr. Ains- 
lie ] shall feel very confident of success, if it is to be 
obtained tinder any circumstances. 

34.—1 have already mentioned that the trade with 
Japan if obtained can only for a length of time be carried 
on through the medium of the East India Company—on 
the same grounds T am of opinion that the: intercourse 
can only be opened by means of those authorities with 
whom they have been accustomed to communicate, I 
allude particularly to the Government at Batavia but I 
ain at the sane time desirous to be observed (sic) that 
nothing would give the measure more weight or a greater 
chance of success than its being understood to have been 
tindertaken by command of the highest authority, I 
would in consequence stiggest the advantage of obtaining 
if practicable a short letter from His Royal Highness 
the Prince Regent to the following effect—"His Royal 
Tlighness communicates to the Emperor that the Dutch 
nation has been destroyed and annihilated by the French, 
and that Batavia and all the Dutch possession’ in the 
Kast are now placed under the British Protection. The 

‘ast Tndia Company will send an agent to Japan to ex- 
plain these circtmstances and to enter on the stibject of 
the [nglish Ship of War which formerly put into Nan- 
gasacky in distress.” Should there be an objection on 
the part of Ilis Majesty’s Government to obtain this 
written authority, it might still be of importance that Eis 
Royal Fighness’ verbal commands were communicated. 
The Japanese Government are extremely punctilious and 
an attention to this point at a moment when it is intended 
to risk all further connection, in the expectation of a 
favorable reception at first, may be of some consequence 
—the circumstance of one of His Majesty’s ships being 
concerned may also render it advisable that the explana- 
tion should be offered from the highest authority. 
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35-—In sttperintending the Mmbassy I osball of 
course consider myself acting as the Political Agent ol 
the East India Company, rather than the local Governor 
of Java, and in the event of any transfer of Chis colony 
in the interim to Tlis Majesly’s Government it will be 
my object to keep the measure, as il materially is, distinct 
from the public interests of Batavia, ; 

36.—T have the honor to enclose a memorandum of 
the presents which L would recommend being sent from 
Téurope and of the nature of the specimens of manufac. 
tures which are likely Co be most in request, “They should 
he dispatched in time to arrive at Dalavia not later than 
February 81s. And as the Private Ship Isabella will 
be returning about that period, she may probably afford 
a favorable opportunity of conveyance, The Hmbassy 
should leave Batavia in May following, 


37.—Permit me, in conclusion, Lo impress upon your 
Honorable Committee the advantage of an carly decision 
on this interesting and important subject; deeming’ it es 
sential that no time should be lost in submitting it to your 
consideration, because the nature of political cireum- 
stances is such that delay might inevitably defeat the oh- 
ject, T have deemed it advisable to lake up a vessel as a 
Packet for the purpose of conveying Uhis dispatch, and 
T confidently trust that, whether the proposed arrange. 
ment he considered practicable and he eventually sticecss- 
Tul or not, your Tlonorable Committee will do justice to 
the feeling of public duty which has urged me to hasten 
this direct communication and will induce me to go on 
with local preparation here in the confident expectation 
of being favored with further orders and instructions in 
due time for its completion. The object is great and 
important, with considerable prospect of success and no 
serious loss in event of failure. Should it be sanctioned 
with your approval your Honorable Conunittee may be 
assured that no exertion will be wanting on my part to 
carry it into execution and to establish the interests of 
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the [Tonble. Company inthis part of Asia, beyond the 
_ chances of war and the eventual disposal of this Colony.

REPORT 


To Lis Excellency Thomas S, Rafiles Esqr. 
Lietttenant Governor of the Island 
of Java and it’s Dependencies. 


Honourable Sir: 

Your Excellency was pleased on the 4th June Ifast] 
plast] to appoint me Conimissioner to continue the Japan 
trade, and I ber leave now, after having performed the 
task imposed upon me, Lo present to Your Excellency the 
following Report. 

Tn compliance with my instructions, T left the Roads 
of Batavia on the 24th June Ifast] p[ast] with the ships 
Charlotte and Mary, and arrived in Japan on the agth 
July, We anchored in pursuance of your orders under 
the Papenherg, which Your lxcclleney will find stated 
in my Journal, to which I beg leave generally to be re- * 
ferred. 

The ill state of health of the Captain and officers 
of the Afary, mentioned in the said Journal under 26th 
and 30th June, rath, 24th and asth July, would have 
thrown an insurmotntable impediment in our ‘way of 
again proceeding to sea in case the Japanese had declined 
all intercourse with us. Yet our difficulties wére still 
inereased when we observed that the Island had been 
strongly fortified since our residence there about fen 
years ago. On all the hills from the entrance of the 
Cavalhos to the Papenherg were erected heavy batteries, 
and our ships hecame instantly surrounded by a number 
of vessels, amongst: which five or six were fitted out for 
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war. Being thus completely in the power of the Japan- 
ese at. the Papenherg, as mueh as in the Roads of Nanga- 
sacky, T availed myself of the permission that was grant 
ed us and removed with the ships to the latter place, 
where T Would have an opportunity lo consult with Mr, 
Doelf, the present Duteh Commercial Director, 

The crilical situation of the ship A/ary, the formid- 
able batteries and the confidence which the Japanese Gov- 
ernment placed in me, by permitting us directly to come 
into the Roads, were perhaps forlunate circumstances 
for the Company, the ships cargoes and crews, because 
if nothing of this kind had restrained me, T should in- 
fallibly have addressed the Japanese Government from 
out first anchoring place under the Papenberg, and com- 
municated to them the occurrences at Batavia, in con 
sequence of which all correspondence would tndoubtedly 
have been broke off and the Company for ever lost the 
hope of trading: to Japan, provided that nothing worse 
had happened to us. 

On my arrival at Decima, 1 delivered to the Director 
Mr. Doeff the letter from Your Téxcelleney, After hav- 
ine perused the same, that pentleman declared his deler- 
mination not to comply with the contents nor to submit 
to the authority af the present Gavernment of Java, He 
assured me at [the | same time that if] were to communi- 
cate to the Japanese Government that Batavia had been 
placed under the protection of the {nglish Company, 
all intercourse between the latter place and Japan would 
certainly cease; that he even apprehended that all the 
English on hoard of the ships were actually in danger of 
their lives and that in all probability both ships and car- 
goes*would be confiscated. 

This opinion of Mr. Doeff was grounded upon the ac- 
currences in 1808, when the Mrigate the Phacton touched 
at Japan and caused the greatest misfortunes to many of 
the natives, so that a number of persons of the highest 
rank had sworn the destruction of all the English that 
might happen to fall in their hands, 
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1 foresaw, previous to my departure from Batavia, 
the apparent impossibility to continue the Japan trade in 
the name of the English or Bengal Company, yet I was 
convinced that it might be done in the name of the Dutch 
a Batavia and T communicated these ideas to Your Ex- 
cellency at that time. 

That the haired of the Japanese against the English, 
proceeding from what happened with the Phaeton, should 
have risen to that height as Mr. Doeff assured me, I 
could not have imagined, 


The refusal of Mr. Doell to obey the orders of the 
present Government of Java, 1 considered to be of little 
importaneé, being too well acquainted with the small 
influence which a Director of the Dutch trade has upon 
the Japanese; yet the consideration that I would act con- 
trary to the interest of the Company, if 1 were literally 
to follow my instruction{s], was of more weight, and 
pul a stop to further proceedings in that respect until 
the sentiments of Your Uxcellency should be known to 
me, 

The four principal interpreters concurred in every 
thing with Mr, Doelf, and thought that we would run 
a great risk if we were lo inform the Japanese Govern- 
ment that Batavia was under English protection, adding 
the following just remark.— 


“Tf we (the interpreters) could suppose that 
the trade might be continued after having acquaint- 
ed the Japanese Government with the actual state 
of affairs, we should certainly prefer doing so, in- 
stead of misleading the same, which is now the case, 
and exposing ourselves perhaps to the greatest re- 
sponsibilily in the course of time,” 

Their opinion therefore was that T should continue 
the trade for this year on the former footing, and that 
the difference of twelve months could make no material 
difference, even if Your lxcellency, after being informed 
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of the present situation and of the sentiments of the 
Japanese Government, should persist in giving: notice to 
the same of the surrender of Batavia. Meanwhile the 
correspondence has been opened and my arrival at Japan 
removed all kind of suspicion or mistrust that might have 
arisen among the natives. And if the Government of 
Japan were to obtain information now of the real truth 
through the junks from China, or foreign ships passing 
there, it would still tend to the advantage of the Company 
that two of her ships had been in Japan this year, where 
all their transactions passed in Sriendship and mutual 
good understanding, and that the Hmpcror had accepted 
of presents not ustially given, 

Mr. Ainslie having perfectly coincided with me in 
the measures above stated, it was resolved: 

That the Commercial Transactions of this year 
should be managed by the present Director, Mr. 
Doeff, in the same manner as formerly, and that no 
further communication should be made to the Japan- 
ese Government, provided unforeseen events did 
not oblige us to do it. 
every thing however passed quictly during our stay, 

so that the Japanese Government did not seem to notice 
us or made any enquiry about our proceedings, 

In consequence of the above Resolution, Mr. Doeff, 
myself and Mr, Ainslie entered into a written Agrec- 
ment, concerning which T beg leave to refer Your Jéx- 
cellency to my Journal of ayth and 26th July. 

T flatter myself that for so far (sic) all my pro- 
ceedings which were approved of by Mr. Ainslie and con- 
certed with his advice, will meet with the sanction of 
Your Excellency. 


The amount of the former Government’s debt to the 
Treasury at Japan (which I was directed by my instruc- 
tions to pay, leaving all private debts unsettled) has been

cancelled with 80,269 Taels, being about Sp. Drs. 10,000 
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less than what it was calculated to be at Batavia, refer- 
ring myself in that respect to the Cash Account of 24th 
October 1812. Government will derive a considerable 
advantage from the return cargoes of the two ships, 
provided that the Mary, who we lost sight of on the a5th 
November in a heavy gale of wind, arrives safe at 
Ratavia, 

Both cargoes together consist in 500 Peculs of cam- 
phor and 7,466 Peculs of copper, each Pecul weighing 


120% Dutch pounds, besides 7A Peculs copper or one 


per cent upon the weight. 


Among the above quantity of copper are 1,400 
Peculs, the property of Mr, Doeff, vizl. 700 Peculs being 
his, allowance for this present year, and 700 Peculs for 
former years when no ships have been at Japan, These 
1,400 Peculs are to be paid by Government at Batavia 
at the rate of Rix Drs. 25 per Pecul, amounting to Rix 
Drs, 35,000 or Spanish Dollars 25,450 a for which Mr. 
Ainslie has drawn bills. Iam of opinion however that 
the said bills should not ‘be paid until the accounts of Mr, 
Doel have been examined and found correct, when the 
above amount is to be debited the Texpedition to Japan 
for this year, 

The said Lxpedition is further to be debited for 
Company’s Tacls 5,806, being a balance due to the Goy- 
ernment of Japan upon the return cargoes, besides the 
amount of 7982% Ibs. tin at 25 Tacls per Japan Pecul, 
duc to the owners of the same at Batavia, likewise are 
to he debited the Charges on the Expedition after specifi- 
ed account. 

Tam however to observe that among’ these charges 
is comprehended a doctor’s bill for the ship Mafy. Cap- 
tain Wood, admitting only payment for the sick crew 
of his ship, declined to pay Company’s Taels 400 for 
his own person, under pretext that Doctor Sheyter attend- 
ed him by my orders, that the doctor at Decima was mere- 
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ly an assistant to Sheyter and that medicines were sup- 
plied by the Company. 

Your Excellency will be pleased to decide whethe 
these 4oo Tacls are to be refunded or not, 

The Lixpedition will he credited for 10 Deculs pitch 
which I bought at the request of the Japanese and 
brought here for a muster, paying in Japan 26 Tacls or 
Sp. drs, 1 5 per Pecul. 

Further for the amount of the armoisines, which 
were tnsaleable for the sake of their bad quality, and 
would not fetch a Ducatoon per piece, 

Besides the elephant and tutenague* intended for 
presents, but not accepted of, and which have returned. 

A small profit may also be derived from the ballast 
of the Mary, consisting in 2,000 Peculs of Lirandoo*™ 
porcelain stone or earth of three sorts, which I preferred 
to take rather than rock or sand. The said 2,500 Peculs, 
including all charges, do not amount to full Sp. drs. 153, 
and it is by no means unlikely but the same may be em- 
ployed to some useful purpose at Batavia, in which ex- 
pectation I have made mention thereof here, 

The presents for the Emperor were graciously re- 
ceived, except the elephant who was declined in a very 
polite manner, and for no other reason but the great 
difficulty of transporting the same to Jedo, (Tokio) which 
Your Excellency will find stated in my Journal under 

asth Sept. 

The Chief Interpreter and likewise Chief Reporter 
Sioseymon preferred a claim for Rx. Drs. 1,650, being 
one half of the. fixed three years’ allowance for the Inter- 
preter on the arrival of a ship at Japan, which T declined 
to pay as it was not usual formerly to grant the same 
when there were no ships, yet I promised to‘ represent 
the case to Your Fexcellency, and refer myself to the 
Journal of 5th November on that subject,

have been brought to account during the time the ships 
were lying off Nangasacky, ; 

An advance of three months’ salary has been made 
to the Secretary, A. Wardenaar and Doctor Sheyter and 
further to Captain Voorman Rx, drs. Goo Dutch etr- 
reney (the same advance having been made to the latter 
at Japan in 1809) which three sums shall again be de- 
ducted at the settlement of Accounts at Batavia, 

Mr. Doeff imagined the said Rx. Drs. 600 to be paid 
in part of salary and also as a present, which is an error, 
heeause Captain Voorman on his voyage to Japan in 1807 
with the hired ship AZount Vernon received no present, 
yet it was granted him in 1406 when he commanded the 
Company’s ship the Goede Iron, which latter cannot 
however be made applicable to the present voyage, unless 
Your Ixcelleney should be pleased to allow the same, 
The persons who again returned with me are, 

Mr, Ainslie who could not remain in Japan, since 
no allcration in the state of affairs has taken place this 
yeu, 

Mr. Cassa, who was presented by me on our arrival 
at Japan as the new Commercial Director and acknow- 
ledgrect as such to the Japanese, was obliged likewise to 
return, because Mr. Doett requested to stay another year, 
on account of his journey to the Emperor’s Court, more 
fully stated in my Journal of 2d August and 25th Sep- 
tember, 7 beg leave here to remark that if Your Ex- 
cellency should be pleased next year to send again a ship 
to Japan, Mr, Doef¥ will be obliged to return to Batavia, 
having obtained leave to remain one year only for the 
reason above stated. : 

Mr. Thnen, the Scribe, could not be placed, because 
that situation had heen held four years or thereabouts 
provisionally by a Mr. Poget, a Writer in the service of 
the former Government, who resided upwards of twenty 
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years in Japan and it would have been an act of cruelty 
to supersede him. 

The following persons remained at Japan, vizt. 
Messrs. Gratiaan and Wartman, who were appointed by 
Your Excellency Clerks at that [stablishment. The 
third Clerk, Mr. Barriton, died on the oth November, 

In consequence of this arrangement, the Japanese 
will have no ground for suspicion, which probably would 
have been the case if all those that accompanied me had 
again returned. When I left the persons above named at 
Japan, 1 considered also that it might be of importance 
to the Company in the course of time, lo have servants 
there who are bound by oath to be faithful to the British 
Government. No salary has been appointed by Govern~ 
ment either for Mr. Cassa, for the Scribe Ihnen, or the 
Clerks, and I intended at first to have brought them all 
back again, not wishing at that moment to make the least 
alteration in the Establishment. 

T therefore take the liberty to propose to your Ix- 
cellency to allow Mr. Ihnen, in lieu of salary, the sum 
of Sp. Drs. 500, avhich was advanced him, and to cancel 
the debt of Sp. Drs, 100 which the Clerk Gratiaan re- 
ceived from the Treasury at Batavia. 

And as Mr, Cassa has had no salary or reward for 
this voyage, I cannot avoid recommending him to the 
consideration and generosity of Your Iéxcellency, Lf 
he had remained Commercial Director at Japan he would. 
have shared the Commission with Mr, Doelf, amounting 
to 4,798 Tacls, and upwards, or Sp. Drs. 2,062, whieh 
he had been deprived of, The voyage has caused him 
many and unavoidable expenses, and he addressed me on 
that subject, for which T beg leave to refer myself to the 
Journal of 7th October. 

As far as I myself am concerned in this Expedition, 
I leave the consideration of my services and the adjust- 
ment of the reward which Government may deem ade- 
quate to the same to Your Iéxcellency, 
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Besides the persons above named, arrived with us 
Mr. Bloemhoff, Warehousekeeper at Japan, who is sent 
by Mr. Doeff for the purpose of demonstrating to Your 
Execllency the impossibility to continue the trade to 
Japan in the name of the lngtish Company, and to point 
out the danger which would infallibly attend the com- 
munication to the Japanese Covernment that Batavia was 
under Dritish protection, THe is further charged to pro- 
pose to Your Excellency some small alterations in the 
future direction of the Trade. 

Being unqualified to enter into any kind of arrange- 
ments with the present Commercial Director, I beg leave 
to refer for what has passed in that respect to my Jour- 
nal of the 2oth July, 3: August and 13th October. 

In the mean time I requested Mr. Bloemhoff to re- 
main on board the Charlotte until Your Excellency should 
permit him to come on shore. 

The Butler of Japan arrived also with us, being 
banished for beating a Cooley. 

Hinally 1 have the honor to transmit to Your Ex- 
cullency the Account of this Expedition ‘(of which a 
sketch is contained in my Journal under 13th November) 
and further the requisition of the Japanese Government 
for next year, 

T transmit likewise the Bills of Lading and Invoices 
of the return cargoes of the Charlotte and Mary. 

Tn [the] hope that my proceedings will meet with 
the approbation of Your Jixcellency J leave (as above 
‘said) the reward of my services with full resignation to 
Your Iexcellency’s disposition.

Of tle Proceedings of the undersigned Commissioner 
on an Expedition to Japan in the Year 1813, for 
the purpose of contintiing the trade between Java 
and that IEmpire, 


June atst. 
June aqth. 
Went on board; but the passengers not having arriv- 
ed and many articles of the cargo not yet being shipped, 
I could only proceed on the voyage in the morning with 
the two ships Charlotte and AZary, 


June 26th, 


The Commander of the Mary came on board the 
Charlotte, and informed me that he had reecived his first 
and second officers siek on board at Batavia, that both 
were unable Lo perform their duties, and that besides 
them there was still.a youth, holding the situation of third 
officer, but who could not be trusted with a watch, where- 
fore he, the said Commander made difficulties to pursue 
the voyage. 

T could not help expressing my surprise that he did 
not provide himself with officers in good health at Bata- 
via, but requested at [the] same time the Commander of 
the Charlolte to assist the Mary with an officer, which 
he declined to do, because his ship was instired upon four 
officers, and he had only that number, 

Tn this dilemma I proposed to Mr, Ainslie to apply 
to the Resident at Banca for an officer to our assistance, 
which he consented to.

June 29th. 

Anchored before Minto, but we were sadly cdisap- 
pointed when we learnt that the Resident had removed 
to Palembang, No Officer being found there, we got 
under weigh again and passed the Straits of Tanca. 


June 30th, . 
To day the third officer of the Mary came on hoard 
and told us that the Commander of that ship had also 
been taken ill, and that the first and second oflicers were 
tinable to do their duty. I sent Doctor Sheyter on board 
to visit the sick, which bas been continued whenever the 


sea admitted of it. 


July rath, 

Being now in 18 Degrees latitude, I received a 
letter from Mr, Cassa who informed me in the name of 
the Commander of the Mary, that the latter, as well as 
his officers were absolutely unfit for any duty, and re- 
quested that Captain Voorman might be sent to their 
assistance. 

The letter was worded in the following terms: 

Sir, 

T am desired this moment hy Captain Wood 
to inform you that he feels himself worse than 
Doctor Sheyter is aware of, and cannot therefore 
attend to his duty, As we may look out for the 
Island Formosa within a few days, where the navi- 
gation especially depends upon the lead and sound- 
ing, Captain Wood, considering the safety of the 
ship and crew, requests you to send Mr. Voorman 
for some days to his assistance, promising to mate 
his stay on board as convenient as circumstances 
will allow. Captain Wood places a perfect confi- 
dence in Mr, Voorman and is of opinion that with- 
out his aid, and if he himself were to leave all the 
dutics of the ship to his second and third officers 
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(the latter a young man who is very willing but lias 
served four years only), he should not be able to 
bring the ship to Japan. Although Tam no seaman, 
yet T join my solicitations to those of Captain 
Wood, and have no doubt but Mr. Voorman will 
comply with the same when he considers of what 
importance that service will be to the Company, the 
cargo and souls that are on board &ca. 


How [ever] unwilling T might be to lose Captain 
Voorman, yet the distress of the Mary was too apparent 
to admit of a moments hesitation, and T sent Captain 
Voorman, who willingly accepted of the change. 


July 24th, 

Arrived under the land of Japan and wrote Captain 
Voorman to return again on board the Charlotte in case 
the Commander and officers of the Mary were able to 
bring the ship into port (having only to follow as), Cap- 
tain Brown sent at same time his fourth officer Mr. Prin- 
zen to their assistance, 

In conseqtience of my letter, Captain Voorman came 
back and reported: that the Commander of Afary and his 
first officer was still unable to attend to their duties, and 
that the second officer remained very fecble. He brought 
me the following letter from Mr. Cassa. 

Sir, 

Captain Wood requests me to present his best 
thanks to you for. the assistance afforded him by 

Mr. Voorman, without which the Mary could not 

have performed her voyage. I am sorry that he 

does not bring us into port, but as yott seem deter- 
mined to have him back, we submit, and shall avail 
ourselves of the services of Mr. Prinzen &ca. 


From the above letter, as well as from the report 
of Captain Voorman, I could not but form the most 
serious apprehensions in case the Japanese should show 
themselves averse to admit us. The Mary would infal-

libly have caused me the greatest difficulties, being unable 
immediately again to go to sea, especially on account of 
the Monsoon, when heavy gales and hurricanes are 
prevailing in those seas. 

About noon we got a Japanese boat on board, which 
brought a paper worded in the following terms: 

The Commanding officers of the ship that has 
arrived are to fill up and to answer the following 
queries and to return the same to the Bearer: 


Name of the Commander 

Name of the Ship 

Of what Tonnaye 

When departed from Batavia 

lf more ships may be expected, and when the 
same were seen last 

The name of the new Commercial Resident and 
of the other servants of the Company arrived on 
this ship or still to be expected, 

You are directed herehy not to communicate 
any news to the Japanese, much, less to give any 
information thereof in this paper, but conform 
yourself to the Seeret Orders of the Supreme 
Government at Batavia and cast your anchor under 
the Papenberg, but do not proceed further on any 
account without leave being granted. 

T caused the paper to be filled up instantly but was 
greatly alarmed at the request not to communicate any 
news to the Japanese, and not to enter the port without 
special leave, which was contrary to the regulations ten 
or twelve years ago (when T'was Commercial Resident 
there) no explanation however on those subject{s] could 
be obtained until T saw Mr. Doeff, whom T hoped to meet 
with on our arrival under the Papenberg. 


July 25th, 
Both ships passed the Cavalhog and anchored under 
the Papenberg. 


Ito 


T observed that material alterations had been made 
in the fortifications since I was here last. Teavy bat- 
teries had been erected on all the high hills, and our 
ships were instantly surroynded by about g§0 small 
vessels and five or six of a larger size, filled out for war, 
Nothing of this kind existed in former times, and we 
found ourselves completely in the power of the Japanese, 

When we had cast our anchor under the Papenberg, 
a boat came along side the ship requiring us to send two 
Commissioners on board the vessel of the upper Ban- 
joost, after which only an intercourse with us would be 
permitted. This likewise was a novelty, yet I sent my 
Secretary and the Scribe, whereafter the upper Banjoost 
came to visit us, having previously sent the persons 
abovementioned on shore and keeping the same as host- 
ages. 
The upper Banjoost enquired, by means of one of the 
principal Interpreters, named Takietiero, (an old ac- 
quaintance of mine) for ‘what reason no ships had been 
sent the last three years. ‘To which I replied that we had 
not had any ships large and strong enough to perform the 
voyage to Japan. Ile then asked, what news we had 
brought, Considering the warning that had been given 
in the paper sent on board I answered, that the war in 
Europe continued the same as four years ago, but that 
all was quict and peaceable in India and the Government 
at Batavia had availed themselves of that circumstance 
and sent nte as Conmissioner with two freighted Bengal 
ships in order to solicit the Government of Japan to 
permit them to carry on the trade from Batavia in 
Bengal Ships, as long as the war in Europe should last. 

The Upper Banjoost then informed us that leave 
had been granted already, that we might enter the port. 
Upon my enquiry if Mr. Doeff would come on board, I 
was told that he would not be permitted to visit us before 
we had anchored off Nangasacky, 

Having found an opportunity to speak a few words 
with the Interpreter Takiticro, T expressed my ‘wish to 
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remain with the ships under the Papenberg until T should 
have communicated the subject of my Commission in 
writing to the Government of Japan which he objected 
to, because the order of otir admission had already heen 
received, adding, that T myself ought to be aware that 
the same must be complied with unless 1 would expose 
myself not to be considered as a friend but as an enenyy. 

My reply was that T certainly came as a friend, and 
in reliance on our former friendship, T endeavoured to 
give him under the seal of secrecy a short sketch of the 
present slate of Java and of the protection afforded us 
by the Bengal Company. [fe had no sooner heard that 
name, when he changed colour, and said, after a 
moments hesitation, that f had exposed myself to a great 
danger and that although he neither had nor wished to 
have a full insight into concerns of that nature, still he 
wottld advise me to enter the port, since Government 
hearing of my arvival as Commissioner, entertained no 
suspicion, but placed full confidence in me, and there- 
fore had granted immediate leave for that purpose, and 
that T should consider that we were as much in the power 
of the Japanese under the Papenberg as in the Roads of 
Nangasacky when 1 might also make written proposals. 

Our conversation was interrupted by the upper 
Banjoost, who asked if the anchor should not he weighed 
as night was approaching, 

The observations of the Interpreter were too well 
founded, and the state of the ship Mary too precarious 
to admit of further hesitation on my part. 7 therefore 
ordered the anchor to be weighed and we arrived towards 
evening in the roads of Nangasacky, torether with the 
Mary wader the direction of the second officer of the 
Charlolte. 

Soon afier Mr. Doeff the Commercial Resident 
came on board, lo whom 1 delivered the letter of ITis 
Excellency, the Lientenant Governor Raffles, with a copy 
of the Address which T purposed to transmit to the 
Government of Japan for his speculation. Tle begged 
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leave ta postpone the reading of the same being sur- 
rounded by many spies, but desired me to accompany 
him on shore, which I did. Mr. Ainslie preferred to 
remain that night on board, : 


When we were on the boat, I asked the reason 
wherefore he had required [me] not to communicate any 
‘news to the Japanese, and he replied that, although 
nothing as yet had transpired at Japan, still he was apt 
to suppose that great changes had taken place at Bata- 
via, which it would be prudent to conceal from the na- 
tives of that Country, especially as the Government had 
become suspicious and were unable to account for the 
reasons wherefore no ships had been sent during the 
space of four years; but being informed by him of my 
answers to their queries, and that I had arrived as Com- 
missioner, all mistrust ceased, and the Government had 
granted us instant leave to enter the port. 

On my arrival on shore T had a conference with Mr. 
Doeff and Mr, Bloemhoff, Warehouse-Keeper at that 
station, in a private apartment where the letter of His 
Iixcellency the Lieutenant Governor was read. 

The Commercial Resident said, that having perceiv- 
ed from the letter the surrender of Batavia to the 
British Government he could not help declaring that he 
should not receive the same nor obey the orders trans- 
mitted to him. Being Commercial Resident and Direc- 
tor of the Dutch Trade, he was determined not to submit 
to any orders but those that were issued by the Dutch 
Government, and that although my relation was true 
(which he had no reason to doubt), yet Holland being 
incorporated with France (of which however he had no 
official communication), he should not respect any com- 
mands cither from England or France, but preserve the 
trade to Japan to his own nation until another had been 
acknowledged possessor of the Dutch Establishments, 
and as stich been admitted by the Government of Japan 
to trade there, which, if proper measures were taken, 
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might be consented to; that, however no probability of 
that kind existed at present, but that he was fully con- 
vinced, that if Government ‘were informed that Batavia 
was in the possession of the English (notwithstanding 
our most favourable representations), all intercourse 
with Batavia would cease, ships and cargoes be confis- 
cated and all the English on board killed. A measure of 
that kind might be attributed to the proceeding of the 
English Frigate the Phaeton, who touched at Japan and 
menaced Government to burn all Japanese vessels and 
China Jonks, [sic] if no provisions were given to them, 
which act caused the death of many principal persons and 
irritated the natives to such a degree, that a number of 
them have sworn to destroy every Englishman that 
shotld fall into their hands, 

Amongst the most inveterate enemies of the English 
was the Prince of Tisceng,* who was spiked up in his 
own house for one hundred days, being accused not to 
have kept proper watch on the arrival of the Phaeton, 


All my objections did not avail, and when I proposed 
that the Japanese Government should be informed only 
of the protection granted us by the English Company, 
Mr. Doeff declared that if I were to persist in that de- 
mand, he should be before hand with me and give notice 
to the Japanese Government that Batavia had surrend- 
ered to the English and that both ships were the property 
of that nation, which would cause the confiscation of 
ships and cargoes, adding that I must be convinced my- 
self of what his duty was in the present instance, if he 
would not render himself liable to punishment from the 
Japanese Government for having misled the same or 
concealed the truth, T requested Mr. Doeff to take still 
further into his most scrious consideration all what I had 
proposed, and at [the] same time to advise with the most 
confidential interpreters, I desired also that a boat might 
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be sent for Mr. Ainslie who had been appointed to assist 
me ‘with his advice in cases of importance. 

Our conference being ended, the four principal In- 
terpreters came to see Mr, Doeff, who after a private 
conversation with them of about an hour, returned to 
me, saying that he had informed the said Interpreters in 
a catttious state of our affairs; that they coincided with 
him in opinion that his own safety as well as their own 
(after having been made acquainted with our concerns) 
impelled them to give instant notice to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment that the ships now arrived were English &c.; 
yet being not less sensible than the Commercial Resident 
himself of the danger to which tnder the present impres- 
sion of insurmountable hatred towards the British Na- 
tion on the part of their Government, ships, cargoes and 
probably the lives of the nglish craw would be exposed, 
they preferred rather to run the risk of being called to 
account in the course of time, if the case should come to 
the knowledge of Government, than to witness or become 
accessory to the evils above stated. In adhering to these 
sentiments they had to propose the following terms; that 
the trade should be carried on by the Commercial Resi- 
dent upon the former plan and in the name of the Dutch 
Company; that I should take care to conceal that Eng- 
lishmien were on board of these ships, and that Mr, Cassa 
should again return to Batavia. If these conditions 
‘were acceded to, the said principal Interpreters were of 
opinion that they might arrange matters to our satisfac- 
tion. I observed, that J had no objection to leave the 
administration of the trade to Mr. Doeff, especially as 
it was an Article of my Instruction, nor to the return of 
Mr. Cassa, being well acquainted with the intention of 
the Honorable the Lieutenant Governor, which was not 
to discharge Mr, Doeff if he wished to remain, but that 
T could not give any decisive answer until I had advised 
with Mr, Ainslie on the subject. Jt being then very late, 
we retired, 
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July 26th, 

In the morniug early [had another conference with 
the Commercial Resident and (he Cour principal inter- 
preters, named, Soekiseymou, Saksebro, Takitero, and 
Sioseymon, when the last named four persons reiterated 
tome, Chat it would he impossible lo carry on any trade 
there, if their Government became acquainted that Bata- 
via was under the protection af the nglish Company, 
that the English crew would be in danger of (heir tives; 
but that they hoped that everything: could stil) be man- 
aged on the former footing: since [the | Governor and the 
principal persons at Nanyasacky had become satisfied, 
and the Court of Jedo would not entertain any suspicion 
of an express having been sent thither last night. 


1 endeavoured still to prevail with the Commercial 
Resident and the Interpreters that notice might he given 
to Government of the incorporation of TMolland with 
Trance and of the succeeding occurrences respecting her 
Colonies, concealing, if they thought proper, any part 
thereof; but the Interpreters asstuted me (hat if Govern+ 
ment in the present state of affairs were to entertain the 
least suspicion that Batavia was in the possession of the 
English, all hope to continue the trade would coase ‘at 
onee, “They added that [ought ta be sensible that they 
were very repugnant to mislead their own Government 
and to render themselves responsible, if there was the 
least hope Chat Government would allow us to trade, 
after having become acquainted with the truth; yea, that 
they would not even expose themselves, if they foresaw 
no worse consequences but the interdiction of a free 
trade; yet that they apprehended greater evils would he- 
fall the ships and their crews, which to avert, and in 
order to save the lives of many, they were willing to 
take some responsibility upon themselves, 


[ could not deny the soundness of that reasoning, 
nor had | any objections to offer, 1 therefore only ob- 
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served that T was bound to follow my instructions as Lar 
as possible, 

The Interpreters left us and I promised to give a 
decisive answer to the Commercial Resident before noon. 

Mr, Ainslie came on shore by to o’clock and Mr. 
Doefl informed him of the critical state of [the] ships 
and cargoes, but especially of the danger of the crews, 
&e, 

A separate house in the Garden having been assign- 
ed Mr, Ainslie and me for our lodging, we went there 
to advise with one another what steps we were to take, 


The principal point of our consideration was that 
Article of my Tnstructions whereby we were enjoined to 
inform the Japanese Government of the incorporation 
of Tlalland with Trance, and of the changes that had 
taken place respecting the Dutch Colonies in India. 

Mr. Ainslie observed that the unfavorable disposi- 
tion of the Japanese Government towards the British 
Nation had been unknown at Batavia, but that my In- 
struction|s| and the object of my Mission tended. es- 
pecially to promote the interest of the Company, where- 
fore it would be most adviseable in his opinion to con- 
form to the proposal of Mr. Doeff and to continue the 
trade on the former footing, &ca. 

After mature deliberation we agreed that (even 
without being compelled to submit through the precari- 
ous slate of the Mary), it would be most to the advantage 
of the Company to leave the trade for this present year 
to the management of Mr, Doeff, especially since nothing’ 
was lost but a tavelve months time, if on our return the 
‘Brilish Government should still persist in their resolution 
to make the above communication; that the correspond- 
ence now being opened, we had acquired greater liberty 
to exceute our plans, and that, if eventually the truth was 
to be told, or the Japanese Government were informed 
thereo! by others, it would always be of importance to 
the English Company that two of her ships already this

year had been at Japan and that all affairs were managed 
jn a Criendly and peaceable manner; (hat if a discovery 
was made as aforesaid, the Commercial Resident, as well 
as the Chief Interpreters, would for the sake of their 
own safety use their utmost endeavours to promote ¢ 
good success, and that probably during our stay some. 
thing might occur which would bring truth to hyht. 


n 

T informed Mr. Doeff of the above resolution, and 
that Mr. Ainslie and myself agreed to leave Lhe manage- 
ment of the trade to him in the same mauner as beface, 
&e., wherefore that gentleman delivered to us the fallow. 
ing Agreement that it (if approved of) might he signed 
by us all, 

Tt was worded in the following lernis: 


Agreement between Uenry Doeff, Dutch 
Commercial Resident at Japan, William Wardenaar, 
late Member of Government at Batavia, and Daniel 
Ainslic, Superintending Surgeon, as Commissioner 
of the present Government of the Island Java. 


The first named having received a letter from the 
Honorable the Lieutenant Governor of the Island Java, 
dated 4th June 1813, whereby he is directed ta place 
himself under the orders of Mr. Wardenaar, cannot obey 
the same, it being evident that the Island Java has he- 
come the possession of an enemy. Tle has stated to the 
two last named the dangers to which the ships Charlotte 
and Mary and their crews would be exposed if My. 
Wardenaar was to name the real owners to the Japanese 
Government. (however plausibly the case might be repre- 
sented), that the ships would infallibly be burnt and all 
the persons on hoard sacrificed (o the venzeance of the 
Japanese, which he would be unable to restrain, the same 
being founded upon the cruel treatment they met wilt 
from the Phaeton Frigate in 1808, and which we our- 
selves wotld not wonder at, when we were infarmed 
that the Governor of Nangasacky and five principal 
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Officers to the Prince of Tisceng,* who commanded the 
hnperial Guards, were condemned lo rip up their bellies 
and died: that the Prince himself had been spiked up for 
one hundred days in his house without leave to have his 
beard shaved, in consequence of which, not only the said 
Prince, but many other principal Japanese, bad sworn 
to kill every English man that should fall into their 
handg, The people of thal Prince keep the watch now 
throughout the [sland 

Mr. Doel, in his quality of Dutch Commercial 
Resident at Japan, does not consider himself in any man- 
ner subject to the present Government of Java; yet, hav- 
ing taken into mature consideration the existing critical 
state of affairs, and being fully aware that in case Mr. 
Wardenaar were te inform the Japanese Government of 
the changes in Java, many innocent persons would fall 
victinis to their vengeance, he wishes to prevent stich a 
dreadful catastrophe, and for that reason consents Lo the 
following Lerms: 

That in order to obviate giving the least cause of 
suspicion to the Japanese, the whole cargoes of both ships 
shall be delivered to Mr. Doef€ and be disposed of by 
him in the usual manner, rendering an account hereafter 
to Mr. Wardenaar, 

That the above named Commissioners agree in the 
name of their Government (o dake upon themselves the 
debts incurred since 1809, together with the charges, &e,, 
this present year inclusive, and lo pay the same from the 
proceeds of the caryoes, in consideration of which the 
Comercial Resident engages to provide out of the sur- 
plus of their funds as much copper as may be permitted 
them to export, viz, 4,706 Japan Peculs, at the common 
rate of ‘Tacls 1.2: 3: 5, besides 700 Peculs on his own 
account, which are to be paid at Batavia, either to him- 
self or to his agents, at the rate of 28 Rix Dollars in 
specie, and further g00 Peculs Camphor, provided their 
Tunds be sufficient to pay for it,

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Japan 26th July 1813. 


The above Agreement was then signed hy Mr, 
Doeff, myself and Mr. Ainslie, and witnessed hy Mr. 
Bloemhoff who was present, 

In the afternoon the Interpreters presented to me 
a News Report wrilten in the Japanese style and language 
for the information of the Court, requesting me, Messrs 
Dooff and Cassa to sign the same, 

The sttbject was as follows: 

“That the ships had arrived from Batavia; 

“that the war between Lngland and Trance still con- 

“tinued; yet that all was peaceable in India, ‘Chat 

“the reasons wherefore no ships had arrived here 

“during the last three years was no other, but that 

“for the sake of the war, no ships fit Cor this voyage 

“had been at Batavia, and that even this year two 

“Bengal ships had been freighted, with which the 

“former Commercial Resident, Wardenaar, had 

“come as Commissioner, in order (o make several 

“arrangements, in case Mr. Doeff should have died, 

“but that not being the case, he intended to return 

“With the ships to Batavia. 

“That also in the uncertainty of Mr, Doefi’s 

“being still alive, Mr. Cassa had been sent to suc- 

“ceed him as Commercial Resident. 

“That Mr. Kruithoff who was appointed Com- 

“merejal Resident in a8oy, had heen captured by an 

“enenty in the China Sea and been brought to Can- 

“ton, from whence he again returned to Batavia.” 





_ The said Report having heen signed by us three was 
given back to the Interpreters, 
July 28th. 
Mr. Doeff delivered the invoices to the Japanesé ia 
the presence of Messrs, Cassa and Bloemhoft, and in 
formed them that it now being the fourth year that no 
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ships came there, the Government of Batavia had sent 
several valuable articles consisting in 
a carpet 
looking’ glasses 
pistols 
glass waiters 
. a table clock 
an organ 
telescopes and 
an clephant 
and requested that the same might be offered as presents 
to the emperor. 

The three chests containing’ 2000 Ibs, of Tutenague 
or thereabouts and which were also intended as a present, 
were kept back and not mentioned, becattse the Tntet- 
preters declared the same not to be, well adapted for the 
purpose, since Tutenague is also a produce of Japan, and 
imported besides by the Chinese, who are selling it at the 
rate of o Tacks per Pecul, 

Towards evening T was informed by Mr. Doeff that 
he had learnt from Captain Drown that the bales of long~ 
cloth, and especially every piece of serge and other wool- 
lens, had been marked with the Crest of the Company, 
whereby he observed that if the same were landed in that 
state, it would influence the usual prices, since the Chi- 
nese were wont to import merchandize so marked, for 
which reason and to obviate any suspicion that might 
arise from the circumstance that we never before had 
brought those articles, he advised the marks to be taken 
off, which was done accordingly. 


July 2gth. 

Made a beginning to land the cargoes, 

Mr, Doeff came to me and said’ that in the event of 
our affairs ending well this year, and the Japanese per- 
mitting us to navigate with private ships, he would wish 
to enter with me into a regular Commercial Treaty, tend- 
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ing especially to continue the trade on the former f ante 
ing; yet that he proposed still further that the appoint- 
ments of the servants should be left to him and be dis- 
bursed out of his own purse, and that a sufficiency might 
be granted at Batavia annually [to each| succeeding 
Commercial Resident for his support as well as for the 
salarics of the servants in Japan, approving much of 
my plan that there ought to be two Commercial Resid- 
ents, ; 

I replied that I was qualified to enter into Agrec- 
ments with the Government of Japan, if there was a 
necessity for so doing, but not with him, the Commercial 
Resident, and that I therefore referred him to Ilis lx- 
eellency the Lieutenant Governor at Batavia, and ad- 
vised [him] to send some trusty person with his proposi- 
tion in iwriting. 


August 2nd, é 

The Interpreters came and said that it was time 
now to transmit the Petitions to Government, viz., for 
leave to Mr. Doeff to remain another year, and that Mr, 
Cassa may again return to Batavia, having drawn up the 
same in the Japanese language to the following’ effect: 

That I as Commissioner again intended to return to 
Batavia. 

That Mr. Cassa being sent for the purpose to succeed 
the Commercial Resident Doeft, if he had died, and to 
perform the journey to the Imperial Court, had heen 
troubled, with a swollen ley since his departure from 
Batavia, being unable therefore to sit on the ground, 
that he also had become subject lately to fainting: fits, 
which at the Audience at the Imperial Court could not 
but put him to great inconvenience, wherefore it is te- 
quested that Mr, Doeft, although he has been several 
years beyond the time limited in Japan, may remain and 
perform the journey to Court next year, &e. 
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N.B.. Te is true that Mr, Cassa had a small disorder 
on his Jeg but T never knew him subject to fainting fits. 

The above request being signed by me, Mr. Doeff 
and Mr, Cassa, was returned to the Interpreters, 


August oth, 
A Chinese Junk arrived which brought no news. 


August toth, 
Today the Charlolte received tono chests of copper 
for ballast, 

Another Chinese Junk arrived—no news, 


August 37st. 

The ships having landed their cargoes were muster- 
ed and searched without any trouble worth mentioning, 
having already received on board the Charlotte 3,300 
chests and the Mary 1,700 chests of copper. 


September 6th, 

An account of the tare being made, it was found 
that the canisters were less than for what they had 
been charged, but that the hag's were much heavier, which 
naturally must he attributed to the welling of the sugar, 
some bays containing merely molasses, 

_ Mr. Doelf again came forward with his former pro- 
position concerning the fature management of the trade 
to Japan; still my reply was as before, and that he might 
address himself to the Tlonorahble the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor al Batavia, 

Seplembr oth, 

I was told, no regular report being made, that 
during the night three men had deserted from the house 
of Captain Wood and climbed over the wall of the Island. 


This accident caused great uneasiness among the 
Japanese, who said that the guards on the Island during 
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the night, as well as the Commercial Resident, would 
be Hable to great responsibilily, it being known already 
that Captain Wood did not treat his people well, and 
that but a few days ago a Hindostanee boy had con 
plained to the upper Banjoost of severe punishment, 
wherefore the Commercial Resident ought to have taken 
proper precaution, : 

Towards evening arrived again two Chinese Junks 
bringing no news. 


September rth. 

Came the two Tnterpreters, Soeki Seymon and Sio 
Seymon, saying to have received an order from the Gov- 
ernor that both ships should be mustered and searched, 
in order to ascertain whether the deserters had sworn 
[sic] on board, adding that in case the said persons were 
not found there, or within two or three days did not 
come back, notice would be given to Government, which 
would cause great trouble and a search to be made 
throughout the whole district of Nangasacky and on the 
Island as well as on board the ships, and that the cargoes 
that had been shipped already would be confiscated, 

The said Interpreters accompanied by Mr, Doeff, 
then went on board but returned towards evening with. 
out any. information of the deserters, 


September 13th. : 

One of the Deputy Tnterpreters came in the morning 
to inform me that the deserters had been apprehended 
in the mountains beyond the Station of the Tmperial 
Guards, and about ro o’clock at night they were brought 
to the Island and confined in the block until next day, 
when they were sent on hoard the Charlotte by the 
express order of the Governor. 


September rsits 
_ The Comnissioners for the concerns of foreign 
nations and the so-called Burgomasters delivered to Mr, 
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Doeff in the presence of Messrs, Cassa and Bloemhoff 
a statement of the prices that had been fixed upon our 
imported cargoes, which were certainly beyond my ex~ 
pectation, The price of the sugar in canisters was as 
usual seven Taels and for the sugar in bags (of which 
many contained merely molasses) about 1§ Stivers less; 
yet hoping still more favorable arrangement about the 
sugar’, no definite settlement was made that day. 


September roils. 

The Interpreters came and declared to us on the 
part of the Treasury that no addition would be made 
ta the prices that had been offered us, becattse our manu- 
factures as well as the sugar were by far inferior this 
year to what they used to be formerly; yet in considera- 
tion that less had heen offered on several articles, and 
especially on the sugar, the Treasury consented to allow 
over and above the total amount of both cargoes, the sum 
of Taels 386414. Tinding that with the addition of that 
sum, the present prices differed but little from those of 
former times, we agreed to conclude the bargain for the 
whole cargoes, except the armoisines, which the Japan- 
ese declined to receive on account of their inferior 
quality, not even at the rate of two tacls per piece, 


Seplember agth, 

The Tnterpreter Sio Seymon was sent by the Gover- 
nor to inform us that Government had permitted the 
Commercial Resident, Mr. Doeff, to remain another year 
and to make his visit to Court, and that Mr. Cassa might 
return again to Batavia; that the presents would he ac- 
cepted of by the Emperor and that the Commercial Re- 
sident should bring them to Jedo next spring, but that 
the elephant was declined for the sake of the difficulty 
lo transport the same. The following is a translated 
extract of the letter from Court written on that occa- 
sion: 
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“The Telephant lately sent as a present for JTis 
“Imperial Majesty is considered as a great token 
“of friendship, coming from a country far dis- 
“ant; yet the finperor for the sake of the diffi- 
“culty to bring the same to Jedo declines the ac-

October 4th. ,

broken pieces of rack. Another 1,000 Veculs of the 
* same will still be shipped. I preferred that earth or 
stone before the common rock or sand, under a supposi- 
tion that the same probably might be found serviceable 
at Batavia in the potleries or for other purposes. T con- 
sidered also that the price of the same and the charges 
attending the shipping are still less than boat and coaley 
hire for the common ballast, and that hesides this kind 
of ballast is preferable to sand, which latter happens to 
encounter the pumps and to render them unserviceable 
The Commercial Resident, Mr. Doell, suggested to 
me that since I had declared to he unqualified to enter 
into any agreement with him, he wished to send Mr, 
Bloemhoff and a clerk to Batavia, that the former might

cruclty to supersede him; that, however, the other three 
clerks shotld remain in order to obviate a suspicion in 
the mind of the Japanese, if all those persons that had 
arrived were again to return.

The ship Mary took her last ballast of porcelain 
stone on board, having now 2,000 Peculs of the same, 
which cost Spanish Dollars 153 or thereabout, at which

Five hundred Peculs of camphire were shipped on 
the Charlotte, and both ships have now completed their 
cargoes, 

November qth. 

Came the chief Reporter with a message from the 
Governor saying that the Butler, A, Paschen, having 
beat a cooley on the 18th October I[ast] p[ast], must 
be banished and return with us to Batavia. The Gover- 
nor also requested that Captain Voorman, who had made 
several voyages to Japan and always conducted himself 
friendly towards the natives, might be sent again next 
year, 
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Noveniber 5th. 

Today the chief Reporter, Sio Seymon, represented 
to me thal in consequence of no ships having arrived at 
Japan these last three years, the Tnterpreters had en, joyed 
no income and that he himself had been the greatest 
sufferer on that account, being obliged to male some dis~ 
bursements out of his own pocket for the maintenance 
of the Interpreter Tstablishinent; that it being usual 
that the Company allowed to the same on the arrival of 
aship 1,320 tacls, yet nothing if no ship came, and in the 
latter case the loss could not he great, because the next 
year had made ip for it, but having been deprived of 
that advantage full three years, the Interpreters had rin 
inlo debt; wherefore he solicited that 1 would cause one 
half of the above annual allowance to be paid, amounting 
for three years to R. Drs. 1650. 

I observed to him that the charge he had just men- 
tioned was never made in former years, when no ships 
arrived, yet promised to lay his request hefore Govern 
ment, with which reply he was satisfied, and left me,

I had a report that last niglt again two men Crom 
the Mary, being on shore to attend the Commander, had 
deserted. Towards evening they were detected to have 
concealed themselves under the house, ‘The Governor 
of Nangasacky sent word that they should be confined 
on board the Charlotte until the ships were at sea, 
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November 13th. 
Mr, Doeff delivered the Account of the Expedi- 
tion, which T approved of, save errors and omissions, and 
of which the following is a short sketch:

Irom the above short sketch it appears that the 
debts of the former Government amounted to Taels 
80269 being less Sp. Drs. 10,000 or thercabout than 
what the same were supposed to be. 

I was informed by Mr. Doeff that among the 
charges paid on account of the ship Mary were Tacls 
400 for medical attendance on Captain Wood, but that 
the latter had refused to sign the bill for sacceptance 
and said that Dr. Sheyter had attended him by my order, 
so that the surgeon on the [Establishment had acted as 
apothecary only, and the medicines belonged to the Com- 
pany, wherefore he did not think himself indebted to 
the said surgeon. 

Not being’ sufficiently acquainted with the laws and 
regulations of the present Government, nor having a 
copy of the Charter Party, I could not decide in that 
case, but referred the same to the Llonorable the Lieuten- 
ant Governor. 


November r5th, 

The Commercial Resident delivered to me the fol- 
lowing papers, in additional account of the charges for 
the ships Charlotte and Mary during the time of their 
lying at anchor under the Papenberg, an account of the 
embarkation of the camphire, a list of the remaining 
medicines, a memorandum of the prices obtained for our 
imported cargoes, a specification of the charges on mer- 
chandize and a receipt for the money left to defray the

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expences of the voyage to the Court of the Emperor next 
year, whic papers have been verified and stamped hy 
the Interpreters. 

I received also the Cash Account for the years 
1810, 18rz and 1812, the latest thal had been transmit 
ted to Batavia being for 1809. 

All the above specified documents are annexed to 
the original accounts of the Expedition. 

The requisition from the Zmperor and memorandum 
of merchandize to be imported next year having also 
been received and all our concerns settled, T went with my 
party on board the Charlotte and sent duplicates of all 
the documents concerning the Expedition to Captain 
Wood, who requested that he might sail under convoy 
of the Charlotte, which was consented to,

November 16th, 
Sent Mr, Sheyter on board the Mary who reparted 
on hig return that Captain Wood was still very weak, but 
his officers were in good health.

Captain Brown being of opinion that a written 
order should be sent to Captain Wood or to the Com- 
manding Officer of the AZary to sail under convey of the 
Charlotte, so that if the former were to die, the latter 
might know how to act, 1 wrote the following letter:

part of the crew likewise, of which however some were 
still troubled with the scurvy. 


November 25th. 

In the morning both ships set sail and proceeded 
their voyage, During our stay at Japan no kind of 
difference or quarrels with the natives had taken place. 

The five deserters from the JZary were sent on board 
their own ship as soon as we had come into the open 
sea. 

During the night, being in the latitude of the Island 
Maxima, we had a heavy gale of wind and lost sight of 
the Mary.

EXTRACT from the SECRET REPORT of Mr. 
WTenry Doeff concerning the occurrences with the 
English I'rigate the Phacton in the Day of Nan- 
gasacky in Japan on the qth, sth and 6th October 
1808, and the consequences therefrom proceeding. 


The Secret Letter to the Supreme Government con- 
tains the following passages. 


After having been on the look out the whole season 
for our ships, T was informed on the morning of the 4th 
QOctoher that a European vessel was in sight, and al- 
though it was rather late, I still flattered myself with 
the hope that this helonged to our Nation, having a prg- 
cedent of an arrival as late as the 2oth September. Not- 
withstanding T sent to the Governor and advised him to 
be on his guard, as T was doubtful what ship it might 
be 

My hopes were soon frustrated becatise the ship 
proved to he the Unplish Frigate Phaeton, who sailed 
into the Port of Nangansacky tnder Dutch Colours, 
Taving sent Commissioners on board by order of the 
Governor Uhey were put into confinement yet the Dutch 
Colours still remained fying, Tn the morning of the 
sth the Tnglish Mag was hoisted and about 9 o'clock in 
the evening the (wo Commissioners returned after that 
the Governor had sent water and provisions on board, 
Captain Pellew having menaced to him all the Japanese 
vessels and Chinese junks in the Road, if this requisition 
was not instantly complied with, which will further ap- 
pear from the copy of a letter written by a Dutch sailor 
and signed by the said Captain Pellow, referring myself 
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for further particulars to my Separate Secret Journal 
from 4th until Gh October, on which latter day the 
Frigate departed. 

This occurrence caused an tncommon sensation 
throughout the Tsland, and the conscqtence has heen that 
the Governor of Nangasacky Matsudaira Dzusho no 
Kami, ripped up his belly on the evening of the 6th,

a loss of their appointments, This also is still doubt

Thursday. 


April 6th.—The Tnterpreters who had accompanied 
the Commissioners were confined this day by order of 
Government at their houses, doors and windows being 
shut,

April t7th—Tt was communicated to me that the 
Lord of Fiseeng had been discharged after a con- 
finement of one hundred days. Tle has returned [to] 
his Lordship, yet the shame he underwent is so great, 
that he will hardly ever dare to make his appearance 
again at Court, 

Friday. 

May 6th—The Interpreters were ordered to the 
Government Louse and discharged from confinement, 
except three of them, who were with the Commissioners 


in the boat and jumped overboard. It is supposed that 
they will remain under arrest fifty days more. 


Copy of a Letter tinder the signature of Captain 
Pellew, addressed to the Commercial 
Director Mr. Doeff. 


The two Gentlemen belonging to the Dutch Com- 
pany, Dirk Gozemans and Gerrit Schimmel, the former 
now going on shore in his own boat, and the Captain 
has detained us and made us prisoners, and the Captain 
keeps us since yesterday 5 o'clock and gocs now at 4 
a’clock from the ship. The Captain says that the provi- 
sions must be sent as soon as possible, when he shall send 
Mr, Schimmel on shore and go to sea; and if he does 
not receive the provisions before this evening, he will sail 
up tomorrow morning‘ and sct fire to all the Japanese

SKETCIL of a PLAN of a Commercial Treaty which 
the underwritten is charged to propose to His Ex- 
cellency the Governor General of Java, in the Name 
of the Director of the Dutch Trade in Japan. 


Tn the Convention entered into between Mr, Doeff, 
Director of the Dutch Trade in Japan, and Messrs, War- 
denaar and Ainslic, Commissioners from the Governor 
General of Java, dated 26th July 1813, the impossibility 
to carry on that Trade under the British Mlag has been 
fully explained. The present Director of the Dutch 
Trade in Japan, dare not without special qualification 
from the legal authority of his own nation, forsake the 
post that has been intrusted to him, or cede the Trade 
to any foreign Power. Another objection of equal im- 
portance, is the inveterate hatred of the Japanese against 
the British Mag, attributable especially to the hostilities 
committed in the Bay of Nangasacky by Captain Flect- 
wood Pellew, Commanding the Phacton lrigate in 1808, 
which caused the death and ruin of many noble Chief- 
tains, OF those occurrences a Secret Report has been 
transmitted to Batavia in t809, the Copy of which goes 
here annexed, 

The Director of the Dutch Trade in Japan has been 
deprived five years of all information concerning the 
slate of affairs in his Native Country, and ever since 
1809, he is without any orders or communications from 
his lawful superiors; yet does not acknowledge any other 
authority but theirs and considers himself and all those 
that have been placed under his orders as free Lollanders. 
But having perceived the wish of the British Govern-

ment to make a trial of the Japan Trade, he proposes to 
Elis Excelleney the Governor General of Java the fallow- 
ing Treaty. 

7 


First. The supreme direction of the Trade in 
Japan shall be held hy Mr, Doeff, or be transferred 
to whom he may please, and be managed in every 
respect as hitherto, . 

Secondly. The Ships going to Japan shall sail 
under the Duteh Mag, hecause the Japanese Govern- 
ment admits no other, but they shall not after their 
arrival there, exhibit the fay of any other nation, 

Thirdly, The commanders, officers and crews of 
the ships procceding to Japan, shall he approved of 
by the person, who is sent to Hatavia as Commis~ 
sioner by Mr. Doeff, because an improper conduct 
of one or other on board would infallibly expose 
ships and crews to imminent danger. 

Fourthly, Every person on board the said ships, 
of what rank or condition soever, shall he strietly 
enjoined under severe punishment, neither to report 
any news to the Japanese, nor to tall polities, much 
less to give information of who are the present 
possessors of Java, or to what nation they them- 
selves belong; but to conduct themselves according 
to the directions that may be piven them hy the 
Director of the Japan ‘Trade, or by his Deputy, 

Sixthly, The servants belonging to the [stablish- 
ment in Japan, shal have a free passage going and 
coming. 


Seventhly. The private Trade shall remain on 
the former footing, and the servants employed in 
Japan shall enjoy a certain privilege on board the 
ships out and homeward hound, without paying any 
freight, according to former Regulations, provided 
they do not trade in articles reserved exclusively 
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by the Company, in which case their merchandise 
will be confiscated, 

Tightly. Whenever the Director of the Japan 
Trade, his Deputy, or other persons belonging to the 
establishment there, might come to Java, the same 
shall enjoy all the prerogatives of other inhabitants, 
and the protection of the British Government, either 
at Batavia, or other parts of the Island, during their 
stay, without being obliged to enter into the same 
obligations as the subjects on that Island, Their 
property shall also be respected, 


Ninthly. The cargoes that are sent to Japan, 
shall be disposed of according to former Regula- 
tions, provided the merchandise be not inferior to 
the usual importation; in a contrary case the same 
will be sold at the highest rate that can be obtained, 
of which, as well as of all other mercantile tran- 
sactions, the Interpreters will give a Certificate with 
their Tjap or Stamp, in the same manner as on the 
last ‘Téxpedition. 


Tenthly, Wor the return cargo shall be provided, 
the following quantity of Copper, vizt.

ing to the Regulation of 1790, unless an extension 
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of the privilege can be oblained through the influ- 
ence of the Director.

Twelfthly. ‘There shall he provided also for all 
the charges al Japan, all (he presents at Court and 
at Nangasaelsy, together with the Fassaks, the jour- 
ney to Jedo, and expenses of the Massaks there, by 
the same rule as formerly, without any addition, 


The Lstablishment at Japan shall be sapplied like- 
wise, with a sufficient stock of provisions, and other 
articles, according to the requisition that will be 
made for the same, 

Thirleenthly, Tt being however impossible al 
present Lo subsist on the allowance granted in 1802, 
vial. £1500 for the table and f.1go00 for all other 
disbursements, the necessaries of dife having risen 
considerably in price since that period, new arrange- 
ments ought to be made, and all the requisite articles 
be sent to Japan, in lien of a sam of money assigned 
for that purpose, vial.

J.etter from Dr, Ainslie reporting his return 
8 from Japan, 


To The Seeretary to Government, 
Sir, 

T have the honor to report my return from Japan, 
whither I proceeded from Batavia on the 24th of June 
last, in commission with Mr. Wardenaar for the pur- 
poses expressed in the Instructions communicated to the 
Commission, 

On the arrival of the ships under the Papenberg in 
the Bay of Nanyasacky on the morning of the 2gth of 
July, the Chief and second Member of the Dutch Iactory, 
accompanied by several of the Interpreters and other 
officers of the Japanese Government, came on board, and 
an order was immediately afterwards received for the 
ships to proceed to the anchoring ground before Nan- 
pasacky, for which purpose a fleet of boats was in readi- 
ness to tow them to that place. 

Mr. Wardenaar, formerly Chief of the Factory, 
went on shore with the Resident, it being prestuned by 
Japanese Officers that he came according to established 
custom to relieve the present Chief, 

On my afterwards meeting Mr. Wardenaar, in com- 
pany with the Resident and the second Member of the 
factory, in order to proceed on the business of the Com- 
inigsion, the Resident opened the conversation by a de- 
claration that he considered it his duty to decline deliver- 
ing up his charge to any other-than the Authority by 
which he had been intrusted with it, and by expressing 
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his determination to abide by that resolution, to which 
he immediately added that however disposed, thrust have 
heen impossible for hime (o act atherwike on the present 
occasion that the appearance of the Phacton lripate, 
Captain Pelle, in the Bay of Nangasacky in October 
1808 (of which the Duteh relation is tramsmitled) atid 
it’s immediate consequences had provoked such a thitsl 
of vengeance in the Japanese Government that (he dis 
covery of (he present Commission being on the part of 
the English Government of Java, would, he conceived, be 
inevitably attended with the loss of the ships, and the 
destruction of every person on board, He then proceeded 
to mention some of the consequences of that alfair the 
death of the Governor of Nangasacky and of the tive 
principal Military Officers of the Provinee, at that fime 
commanding the Batteries Chad defend the Gay, who in 
order to escape the effects of the Eniperor's displeasure 
towards themselves and their Tamilies, perished by their 
own hands, and the close confinement of the Prince of 
Teesing,* for several months, during whieh hits fate was 
in suspense; that there remained therefore bat one way 
of averting such a Catastrophe, which to avoid its fate 
consequences, he should from motives of lutmanity eon 
sent Lo adopt, the’ at considerable hazard to himself and 
the Factory, as eventually involving, both in its eonse 
quences=—a measure Co whieh the arrival of the kite Res 
ident would afford plausibility: to conduct matters. on 
the present occasion in the mode customary with) the 
former anna Investments from Gativia, and fo areata 
for the interruption of the ‘Trade during the last four 
years in the most satisfactory way Chat could be devised. 
; He had stecceded so completely in convincing: the 
judgment or in alarming the fears af my colleague that 
I found him fully prepared to embrace with eagerness 
any proposal that promised to ward off the present dane 
ger. Te discovered great anxiety to add all the weipht 


* Lizen, 
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in his power lo the slatement of the Resident hy con- 
siderations drawn from the acquaintance he laid claim to 
with the character of the Japanese, and from such other 
topics of local information as his residence in the coun- 
try had acquired him. 

To a suggestion whether, but for the unfortunate 
affair of the Phacton Frigate (admitting the impractic- 
ability of the direct introduction of the [English for the 
present), the trade might not have been represented as a 
Dutch Interest, bat under the protection of the English 
Government of Java, it was replied that such a distine- 
tion would be scarcely intelligible at the Court of Jedo, 
and certainly inadmissible at any time. The objections, I 
helieve, from the slender information T have been en- 
abled to obtain on the subject, to be well founded. 

In Japan the Governinent pervades and animates 
every fibre of the frame of society, it identifies itself 
with its Subjects, and every Individual of its numerous 
population moves by its impulse, : 

The representation to such a Government of an in- 
terest distant from that of the ruling Power, would be 
regarded as a gross deception, or of still worse omen, as 
indicating such a constitution of offices, as the Govern- 
ment of Japan, would at once reject all communion with, 
with more than religious horror, 

The consequenecs of the Phaclou’s visit to Nanga- 
sacky, were in themselves sufficiently distressing, and it 
may he reasonably prestumed, that the aceasion they pre- 
sented was nol neglected by the Dutch Factory of direct- 
ing ayainst the nation whose influence they were chiefly 
apprehensive of, that jealousy of foreigners indiscrimi- 
nately, which so strongly possessed the Japanese Govern- 
ment, 

Tt was therefore conelitded that there remained no 
other alternative than the speedy adoption of the plan 
proposed, the details of which are transmilted. 

The question of the direel introduction of the Eng- 
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lish was consequently at an end for the present, The 
ships remained al anchor (from whieh indeed they hivd 
no means of moving), under Dileh Colours, and the sale 
and purchase of Che outward and homeward investments 
proceeded through the usual hands in he established 
routine of the Factory. 

Tam onable to furnish a joint Report of Proceed 
ings, from my colleague having reserved almost exclu 
sively to himself the authority he reecived to form sreh 
arrangements as regarded the commercial concerns of 
the voyage, the greater part of which he concluded with- 
out communication avith me. ‘These details therefore, 
he will of course furnish himself, 

So Hille has been the progress made in the main 
object of the Commission on the present Voyage. What 
has been performed may be summed up in the following 
articles. The ships have been rescued front the unfore- 
seen and imminent danger with which they were threaten= 
ed; the commercial objects of the voyage have been ac 
complished; the continuance of the trade to Japan, on its 
former footing at least, has been provided for; and ar- 
rangements have been entered into for pulling matters in 
train Lo secure ultimately the introduction of the Mnylish; 
to which is to be added a circumstance subservient to (his 
event as an indispensible preliminary and important in 
itself in every point of view the doing away ina eon- 
siderable degree the violent prejudices entertained against 
the English Character in that quarter where alone they 
could be assailed, and among the people whose sentiments 
on that subject are likely to vain ground where it is of 
most importance that they should prevail. 

The further success of the Commission was opposed 
by obstacles, the extent of which had not even been sus- 
peeled when it proceeded from Batavia, nor indeed did 
there exist al the time, either the means of learning (hat 
extent, or of effecting anything towards surmounting 
the obstacles, had they been known to exist, ‘The ulli-

Mew, opportunities were afforded me of communica- « 
tion with them, for which they appeared anxious, but the’ 
impressions they have received are, I have occasion to. 
know, upon the whole very favorable, and insignificant 
as it might appear elsewhere to notice the sentiments of a 
few public officers in a single sea port of an extensive 
Empire, in Japan the circumstance is by no means uns: 
important, Nangasacky is the sole point of contact of 
Japan with foreign nations, and the sentiments entertain-~; 
ed of foreigners there are encountered by none of a dif... é 
ferent character thro’ other channels,.but are propagated ® 
directly to the Capital through the established official 
course, where they may be presumed to influence the. 
opinions of the Governor of Nangasacky, resident at 
Jedlo, who possesses the entire control of the Department,’ 
comprising every description of foreign relations, an 
who has a considerable personal interest in the advan 
tages derived from the foreign trade of the kingdom. 


It may not be out of place to notice a very unusual 
mark of favor on the part of the Emperor in his accept- 
ing the whole of the presents for his own use, with the 
single exception of the elephant, which was regarded as 
a very flattering testimony of regard, and was declined, 
I believe, entirely in consequence of some difficulties 
started to the conveying the animal to Jedo. 

The second Member of the Factory has returned to 
Batavia by the present opportunity, and will have the 
honor of submitting a plan for the voyage of the ensuing 
Season, the Resident having remained at Nangasacky 
for the purpose of making the usual journey to Jedo in

Tebruary next (since 1790, perf ormed only onee in four 
years). Lle will proceed to Batavia next season, when 
he will have the honor of presenting a project for the 
continuance of the trade, and the gradual introduction 
of the English, modified according to such views of the 
subject as he may be able to obtain from his Journey, 


Tn the security of exclusive monoply, which they 
were little apprehensive of any interference with, there 
seems reason to believe that on many oeeasions the Dutch 
prosecuted the private advantages their situation placed 
within their reach, without much regard to the interests 
of the Japanese. Should the projected intercourse ob- 
{ain a permanent footing, the English character could 
not fail to contrast advantageously with that of their 
predecessors in the eyes of the Japanese, of whose national 
character acuteness and intelligence appear to form very 
prominent features, The most favorable results may be 
anticipated from the circumstance, but a considerable 
time must clapse before such effects he produced, before 
the distinction of character he so sensibly fell, and the 
channels of communication with the Japanese so 
thoroughly cleansed of the contamination of the Dutch, 
as to admit of the situations in the Jactory being osten- 
sibly held by lénglishmen, without militating strongly 
against the spirit of the Instructions J was honored with, 
which enjoin a scrupulous avoidance of any compromise 
of the British character. 


Such was the impression T received from a view 
of the footing on which the Duich Factory is placed as 
would have determined me to decline the charge of Resi- 
dent of Nangasacky, had it heen required to hold it by 
the performance of the humiliating observances practised 
by the Dutch in their intercourse with the Japanese, 


The Ships Charlotte and Mary employed in the 
Voyage to Japan, sailed from the Bay of Nangasacky 
on the 2gth Ultimo, and parted company in a heavy gale 
during the night. No accounts have been since received 
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of the Mary, The Charlotie has just anchored, 2 P.M,

Sir, 

J have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
Letter of yesterday, requiring an immediate reply to the 
queries contained therein, on the subject of the Trade 
with Japan, 

As T was not aware of heing likely Co be called on 
for that purpose at present, the Papers | have occasion 
to refer to are nol now within my reach, and | must con- 
fine myself to such statements as ] can furnish from 
memory, in addition to the brief Report 1 had the honar 
to submit on my return from Japan, reserving the details 
connected with the subject for a memoir® to be drawn 
tip as soon T receive the Documents 7 have collected with 
thal view, 

tT—With regard to the real difficulties to he stu 
mounted in the establishment of a commercial intercourse 
with Japan, T consider them, so far as they are founded 
in the character and political institutions of the Japanese, 
to be of infinitely less importance than the Duteh, from 
whose interested reports on that stbjeet, the idea general 
ly entertained of them, has been formed, would represent 
them, They are derived in a considerable degree from 
the misrepresentations of that people, and the late ex- 
pedition has, within a certain range, had the effect of 
weakening them, ‘The limited extent of the trade latler= 
ly carried on hy the Dutch was owing in no trifling degree

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to the conduct of their officers in postponing the public 
interest to a regard io their own private emolument, 
which was essentially consulted by narrowing the trade, 
as on that contracted footing their means of advantage 
hore a greater proportion lo ils whole extent, and the 
smaller number of officers required in conducting il 
afforded to the mutual understanding they maintained 
together, every advantage of concealment. 


2—At such a distance from control, and himself 
the channel of communication to his superiors, the Dutch 
Resident, in common with the other public officers of the 
Dutch Government, receiving but a very limited salary, 
was left io his own discretion, to improve the advantages 
of whatever nature his place could be made to yield him 
—a siltation little calculated 10 command or obtain res- 
pect—and the spectacle of the Representative of his na- 
tion scrambling for every petty advantage has degraded 
the character of his countrymen in the eyes of the Japan- 
ese, endowed as they are with no common share of in- 
telligence and discernment. 


3,—On the subject of the extent of the population 
of Japan, the nature of ils Government, and character of 
the people, £ must beg leave to refer to the memoir al- 
realy alluded to, T may add however that they appear 
entirely free from any prejudices that would stand in the 
way of a free and unreserved intercourse with Europe- 
ans; even their prejudices on the score of religion of 
which such exaggerated accounts are reported by the 
Dutch, and of which as is believed among the Japanese, 
the Dutch have sometimes availed themselves against 
their rivals in the carly trade of Japan, are moderate and 
inoffensive, 

4.—In the event of the establishment of a British 
Factory in Japan, T consider the present very limited state 
of the trade as no criterion whatever of the extent it may 
be carried to, and which in the natural course of things, 
it would attain. The climate, the habits of the people,

and their freedom from any prejudices that would ob- 
struct the operation of these natural causes, would open 
a vent for numerous articles of Maropean comfort and 
luxury. The consumption of woollens and hard ware 
might be rendered almost unlimited. They are fond of 
the fine specimens of the glass manufacture and it only 
requires to bring them acquainted with many of (he other 
products of British Tndustry to obtain for them 4 ready 
introduction. ; 

The returns from Japan which have hitherto been 
limited to their copper and camphos, to some lackered 
ware, a small quantily of silks and a few other things 
of trifling importance, may be extended to a long list, 
Of the following articles, of which specimens have been 
brought lo Java—teas, beeswax, pitch, borax, pamboge, 
assafoctida, cinnabar, iron, linseed oil, whale oil, pit 
coal, flour, &c., &ea, 


§.—The proportionate value of gold to silver in 
Japan differs so widely from what oblaing in other parts, 
as to afford a striking proof of the efficacy of the cheeks 
by which the circulation of the precious metals is restrain- 
ed. The value of gold of no very high touch, inferior 
I should imagine, tho’ T have had no opportunity of as. 
saying it, to the english coinage, is to silver of dollar 
fineness as 30 lo 1. ‘The most rigorous prohibitions 
exist againsl the exportation of the precious metals under 
any form, In the event of any change of circumstances 
materially affecting the trade with China, } should 
conceive, that on the establishment of the English there, 
a similar ono might be instituted in Japan, susceptible 
of such extension in that channel, as to be brought to 
ao in a considerable degree the present trade with 

hina.

My Lord, 

T have the honor of cuclasing for your Lardship’s 
information copy of a letter* which T have this 
day addressed to the Tlonorable the Secret Committee 
of the Fast India Company on the result af the Commer- 
cial adventure to Japan, and on the view which after 
possible and deliberate enquiry Tam induced to take with 
regard to the advantages that may be calculated upon in

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future, and the mode in which these advantages may be 
obtained, 


2, In this enclosure I have entered so Lully into the 
subject, that it may be superfluous to proceed into detail 
in this place, the more especially as a partial statement 
would only weaken ihe consideration which its impor- 
tance and delicacy require. 

I request therefore to refer to the enclosed letter 
for every particular, and will confine myself at present 
to observing that the late mission to Japan appears to 
have paved the way to the introduction of the British 
interests in that country, and although the political ob- 
jects that were contemplated have not yet been obtained, 
there is good ground to believe that they are within our 
reach, 

3. On the late occasion the Chief of the 
Dutch Vactory Mr. Doeff has refused to acknowledge 
the authority of this Government, and your Lordship 
will observe that under existing circumstances the in- 
structions under which the mission was undertaken could 
not be fully accomplished, but T have every reason to 
suppose that the real state of the case has become well 
known to the Japanese, and that notwithstanding any 
intrigue and indisposition to our views thal may exist 
on the part of the Dtlch Tactory, the obstacles that 
oppose our intrdouction at Japan are by no means insur- 
mountabloy Iam indeed far from being convinced that 
the officers of the Dutch Factory themselves may not 
be brought over to an acquiescence in our wishes and it 
will naturally be a principal object with me to effect this 
as Sar as practicable before the final arrangement is at- 
tempted. 


4. From the reports of Dr. Ainslie which are con- 
firmed by the Dutch Gentleman Mr, Bloemhoff who has 
recently returned from Japan your Lordship will be en- 
abled to form a judgment of the extent and importance to 
which the Commerce of that country may be brought, 
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of the consumption of British manufactures and luxuries 
that may he calenlated upon and of the valuable articles 
that would he obtained in Barter if the British were to 
obtain the command of the laetory there established, 
Its extent indeed is such as to be a national object and 
seems worthy of greater risks in the attempt Chan at 
present we are led to expect. 


8, The delicacy of the undertaking however is 
equal to its importance, and it is evident, as well from 
the nature of the Japanese Institutions as From the pe 
culiar circumstances of the moment, that any sudden de- 
parture from established usages, any attempt inconsistent 
with prejudices that cannot be expected to be at once 
removed would defeat our object, and perhaps for ever 
destroy the opening which now appears to present itself 
for the introduction of the Brilish interests tn that quar 
ter. 

6. The same reasons point ott the absolute ne- 
cessity of conducting our future plans as nearly as pos- 
sible to established forms, and of preserving them a pro- 
found seeret until the moment of carrying them dito 
execution, J have therefore adopted this principle in 
whatever relates to the subject here; the partial continu 
ance of the trade this year (whieh may be placed on the 
necessity of a further communication with Mr, Doe in 
order to represent to hin the impossibility of acknowledg- 
ing him to be independent of this Gavernmeént, and also 
the ties of advantage as well as duty by which he is bound 
to give his assistance in gradually exphuning to the Japan- 
ese the real state of political events) will enable as to 
goon quietly and consistently until the preparations are 
made for the mission of an agent duly qualified to nego 
ciate for the admission of a British Mactory as suppested 
in the enclosed dispatch and in the meantime it will he 
equally prudent and essential to allow nothing to trans« 
pire that can lead to a disclosure of our ultimate views, 
There is, and perhaps naturally, a uniform jealousy on 
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this point even among those of the Colonists who are 
most attached to the British Government, They have 
been accustomed to consider Japan as exclusively belong- 
ing to themselves, they know the real value of its trade, 
and as men whose minds have been peculiarly turned to 
commercial objects they are aware that the introduction 
of the British interests into Japan, and the consequent 
abolition of that system of deccit and intrigue by which 
their ‘oxelusive influence has hitherto been suppor ted 
‘would open a mine of commercial wealth to Great Britain 
much beyond what the trade of Eastern Asia has hitherto 
produced to its possessors, 

7. Such however is the present state of affairs in 
Japan, and such is the nature of their political institutions 
that it is evident that any attempt to establish a British 
Factory must be made by the East India Company, A 
distinct and separate Company only could conduct 
the trade with Japan; it seems also highly desirable that 
the mission should sail from Batavia because the Japan- 
ese have been accustomed to maintain contmunications 
with Europeans from no other quarter, and they would 
more readily conceive that the English being in possess- 
sion of Batavia had succectled to the commerce before 
carried on hy the Dutch, and if we do not now succeed, 
there may be no chance of success again at any rate for 
a considerable time, 


8 Taking therefore into consideration the uncer- 
tainty of political events, and also that from the nature 
of the clauses of the new character it may be expected 
that the Board of Comptrol will take a considerable 
share in the decision upon the present question, I have 
thought it most advisable to make a reference direct to 
Europe with, the least practicable delay.

any appearance of success. 


y%, The Uonorable Committee than proceed to de- 
tail the Cargo of a Dutch Ship from Japan in the year

report by observing that in their opinion the Trade with 
Japan never can become an object of attention for the 
Manufactures and produce of Great Britain, For sup- 
posing, they observe, that Woollens, Lead and Curiosities 
for a Cargo Japan could be made to amount to £8,000 
‘what is to be received in payment?

which the Colonial Government had resorted ta for its 
Establishment, 

23. We have since had an opportunity of aseertinin- 
ing the result of the first adventure undertiken by) the 
Goverment of Java, as well as of forming: a nfore precise 
judgment with resfieet to he real value of an object, 
which the Lieutenant Governor hus unquestionably much 
overrated, : 

2, The question is of considerable interest, and 
such indeed we consider every question having for ils 
object the extension of the national Commerce. Jf 
therefore your [lonorable Court hid not anticipated the 
discussion, and if the sentiments expressed by you to Lis 
Majesty's Ministers in (he yeaf 1792 did not appear to 
us to be Cully confirmed by recent experience, we should 
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have felt it our duty to countenance, rather than to dis- 
courage the project of opening a new Channel of Trade 
in a quarter, which has not for a very considerable 
period heen accessible to British industry and enterprise. 


25. Dut the clear and comprehensive report of our 
Accountant—-General on this subject, a Copy of which 
was forwarded to your Lonarable Court under date the 
18th Fuye was calculated to remove any doubts from our 
minds, if we had hesitated between the opinion recorded 
by your TTonorable Court in 1792 and the opinion form- 
ed by the Colonial Government on the same question 
after they had witnessed the result of an actual experi- 
ment and had enjoyed the advantage of more recent ex- 
perience. We cannot, however, perceive any material 
change of circumstances in the Trade of Japan and we 
are satisfied that the reasoning which urged your 
Wonorable Court in 1792 to establish a conclusion quite 
adverse to the deductions of the Colonial Government, is 
equally applicable to the present state of the question. 


26. We have no grounds to prestume that the Japa- 
nese have any particular predeliction for British Manu- 
factures, or that the supply which they at present obtain 
through China, is inadequate to the demands of their 
market, ‘That the Japanese, as well as other Nations, 
can justly appreciate the excellence of our manufactures 
may readily be admitted, and that they would gladly 
constune Chem, if they possessed the means of procuring 
them, is perhaps equally true, but itdocs not follow that 
this preference will occasion an increased demand for an 
article highly valuable and desirable as it may be, It 
must first be shewn that the supposed consumer possess- 
es the means of giving some article equally valuable and 
desirable in “exchange. 

ay. Tis, howéver, sufficiently evident that the com- 
madities which the Japanese have been accustomed to 
exchange for the Brodite and manufactures of Europe 
and India are not at present required by tis, and that the 
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Chief Arle of Export from Japan (Copper) must jr 
realily come in competition with Che pre alnee af or awn 
mines. We da not know diet the ke importation of the 
article from Japan by the Government af Jiavae can have 
produced any effect upon Chis market, but we nnderstand

29, The next article in value and importance whieh 
is obtained from Japan (Camphor) may at al times be 
procured, as your Monorable Court well know from 
China, and this article is not in itsell of sufficient con- 
seqtience to make it the object of a partionlar adventure, 
The other articles which ate usually brought from Japan 
are of still less importance, and the importation of some 
of them into Great Uritain is discouraged by the policy 
of the Leislature, ; ; 

30, Upon a very full and deliberate consideration 
of the question, wy have seen no renson £6 etintenee any 
further attempt on the part of the Government of Java 
to open a direct communication with Japan, and if there 
be no commercial abject af sufficient value to furnish a 
motive for the undertaking, your Honorable Cotrt will he 
sensible that the difficulties and dangers to which the 
Individuals employed on the service must be exposed, 
ought to operate as a powerful ofijection, and to prive a 
decided preponderance to those objections. which arise 
on a consideration of the question in a Commercial point 
of view. ; 
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31. Inreality the mystery and concealment observ- 
ed by the Dutch with regard to their trade with Japan, 
have, we stispect, had the effect of producing extravagant 
notions of its value and importance, for it is not un- 
reasonable to conclude that a monopoly, which has so long 
been guarded, with such watchful care and jealousy, 
must have heen attended with peculiar advantages; but 
altho’ we are far from thinking that any fair opportuni- 
ty of enlarging the boundaries of commerce should be 
neglected, we feel persuaded that the importance of the 
trade with Japan has been greatly magnified, and that 
in regarding it as an object of such extraordinary inter- 
est and value, there has perhaps been some illusion 
which it is the business of sober reasoning and experience 
to dissipate. 


32, The Japan Islands have been supposed to 
produce the precious metals; but if it be true that they 
are found in ‘these Islands or that they are procured by 
means of the commerce carried on with China, the 
Jovernment of Japan appear to be so determined to pre- 
vent their exportation, and the character of that Govern- 
ment is so arbitrary, that little hope could be entertained 
of our drawing a supply of gold and silver from this 
quarter in return for our produce and manufactures, 
desirous as the peaple may be of procuring them, and 
ample as their means may be of paying for them in the 
precious metals,

CHAPTER XXX, 


Appendix B from the History of Java by Sir Stamford 
_ Raffles published in London in 1817, 


The Empire of Japan has for a long period adopted 
and carried with effect all the exclusive maxims of Chinese 
policy, with a degree of rigour unknown even in China it- 
self, Preyiously to the expulsion of the Portuguese and 
the extirpation of Christianity in the latter part of the 
seventeenth century, the Japanese trade avas reckoned by 
Sar the most advantageous which could be pursued in the 
Fast, and very much superior to either Indian or Chinese 
trade, After the expulsion of the Portuguese, a very ex- 
{ensive trade was for some time permitted to be carried ou 
by the Dutch, on account of the benefits which the Japanese 
imagined themselves to have reccived from that nation dur- 
ing’ the Portugtiese war, and especially the detection of a 
formidable conspiracy of some of the Japanese Princes to 
dethrone the lmperor, the correspondence relative to which 
was intercepted at sea.* Tt was Lor these services that the 
Dutch originally procured the imperial edict, by which 
they were permilled to trade to Japan, to the exclusion of 
all other Efropean nations, This public act of their ances- 
tors, the Japanese have repeatedly declared that they will 
nat cancel; Mat they have done every thing but formally 
enncel it, for a more limited and less [rec trade never was 
carried on by one rich nation with another. For more 
than half a century, the Dutch trade has been limited to 
two yearly sftips from Batavia, the cargoes of both of

According to 
Thunherg who wrote im 1796 the conspiracy to oblain Portuguese 
help was discovered by the Ditch who captured a ship with a letter 
written lo Macao by a Japanese officer,

visit Nangasaki in the year. ‘The trade of those two 
favoured nations is also limited to the port of WNanpasali, 

To pursuanee of their exclusive maxims, and conform- 
ably to the (erms of their agreement with the Dutch, the 
Japanese have, on every oceasion, followed an uniforn tine 
of conduel, and rejected, in the most peremptory nianner, 
the various overtures of different nations of Murope, refus- 
ing equally to have any intercourse, negoeiation, or come 
merce ‘with any of them, Ue must also be admitted, that 
the whole foreign trade of Japan, compared with the riches 
of the country, is absolutely trifling; nor is Chere any rich 
or powerful body of them, like the Hong mereliants of 
China, at all interested in its continuanee, The yearly pre- 
sents, whether offered to the Governor of Nangasaki or 
the Hmperor, are of no great value, and rigidly Tinted 
by Jaw and usage; and as Che government of Japan is much 
stronger and more vigilant than that of China, no. such 
abuses can he ventured on at Nanpasaki as those whieh 
exist at Canton. 

The commercial intercourse of the Duteh et Japan was 
established by an ingperial ediet in their favor from the 
Emperor Gonging Soma,* in the year 1611¢ 

“The first Duteh factory was established at Mirando, 
but in the year 16,7 it Avas removed to Nangasaki. The 
number of the Dateh ships, and the kind of merchandize 
which they imported, were then left citirely to the 
discretion of the parties; the merchandise was disposed 
of to the best advantage, and the returns consisted of

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such articles as were expected to yield the greatest 
proht. They were stbject only to the municipal regula- 
tions of the country, without any further restraint or in- 
enmbrance whatever, The trade remained in this state till 
the year (G71, Tn the Dutch records of this period, the 
only complaints made against Japanese authority relate to 
restrictions laid upon them in matters of religion. 


Tu tha beginning, the returns from Japan consisted of 
silver and copper; and the former being coined, was re- 
ceived according to the current value in that country, where 
the coins and weights went by the same name as in China, 
viz. Kelis, tahils, mas, and kanderins, Ten mas worth a 
iahil, sixteen tahil a kati, and one hundred kati weighed one 
hundred and iwenfy or one hundred and twenty-one pounds 
Dateh, equal to a mark, 


There were two sorts of silver, of which fine 
was called zona and the coarser bar-silver, generally dis- 
tinguished hy the Dutch under the terms of heavy and light 
money. This was at first carried to account at the rate of 
sixty-lavo stivers and a half per tahil, no difference being 
made in the books of that time between the tivo kinds; but 
in the year 1635, the commort or har-silver, was fixed at 
fifty-seven slivers the tahil, Both kinds, according to this 
regulation, were considered by the Dutch as calculated too 
high for an article of merchandize, and consequently were 
mat much indemand in the western parts af Tadia, to which 
it was al first sent hy the Company, , 


The allention of the Dutch being however afterwards 
aluneted Lo the trade in gald Crom Japan, orders were is- 
sted (o the factors in the year 16.40, requiring gold as a 
retin, (o the amount of from ten to twelve hundred thou- 
wand florins, «These orders were executed with the best 
gitecess, and a wish seams on this occasion to have been ex~ 
pressed hy the factory, that Japan might, as formerly, be 
permitted to supply from gne hundred Lo one hundred and 


aal 


fifty chests of gold kobangs, ubangs, and zebos* Cold and 
silver were a this time the principal articles in the returns 
from Japan, ‘Their Copper was net mich in denand, 
probably because it was so little known in Tadia or urope; 
yel. the Direelors, in their requisition for the year 1055, 
slate the price of Japan Copper having risen from thirly- 
six to forty-six florins per hundred pounds weight, and an 
order having been sent to Japan for twenty thousand 
pikuls of that metal, the same rendered prea profil, 

Tn 1644, requisitions were made from Surat for two 
thousand pikuls, from Coromandel for one thonsand pikuls, 
and from Batavia for four thousand piluls of coppers and 
in reply it is stated, that it would not be diffient to furnish 
the quantity required; that the Japan copper consisted of 
both sheet and bar copper of whieh the former was pur- 
chased at twenty tahils the pikul, or (welve slivers Cine 
ferior silver) per pound, being twenty per cent. cheaper 
than European copper, 

The gold, after being coined, was found a very profit- 
able article, being purchased at a favourable rate. In the 
beginning the kobang was purehased for six tahil eight 
mas, and for six Cehil seven mas, and as appenra from the 
books of 1669, 1670, and 1691, was within Chose years even 
purchased as low as five tahils six mas and five tahils eight 

*imas from the great men of the country or from merchants, 
according to circumstances, During two of these years, 
more than one hundred thousand kobangs were obtained, 
which rendered a pratt of one million of forifls, 

In tG7t, an edict was issued hy the Japanese govern- 
ment prohibiting the further exportation of silvers but the 
profil on the gold being so considerable, the restriction on 
the exportation of silver was a matter of indifference to 
the Duteh, who still were enabled to obtain their returns 
in {he more profitable articles of gold and copper,

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The exchange af the kobang was now fixed by the 
Japanese government at sixty-eight mas; and the free and 
unrestricled trade which the Dutch had hitherto enjoyed, 
was subjected lo an arbitrary valuation’ of the import 
cargoes, and limited first with respect to the articles of 
merchandize, and afterwards with respect to ils extent, 


The loss of the island of Formosa in 1661, is supposed 
Lo have piven the first shocks to the credit of the Dutch at 
Japan, Not long after that event they experienced many 
instances of gpposilion and several prejudicial alterations 
in the trade. 


“They (the Japanese) were consequently,” observes 
My. Imhoff, in his Memoir on the Japan Trade, “no longer 
under any apprelwnsion of being annoyed by us, while, if 
we had remained in possession of Formosa, we were and 
might have continued master of the navigation and trade 
between China and Japan. In that opinion I am still fur- 
ther confirmed, when 1 consider, in the first instance, that 
the prejudicial change with respect to our situation at 
Japan, although it took place only several years after the 
loss of lormosa, had been already in agitation some time 
before; and secondly, that notwithstanding the confidence 
of the Japanese in their own superiority, which they al- 
ways evinced, thal arrogance did not conceal altogether a 
certain fear of us, very evident from their great pre- 
cautions, however, since decreased, and if we may trust 
to the records, has frequently been syececded by brutality, 
We were obliged to submit to many insults, and it fre- 
quently happened that the governors declined receiving our 
representations, hinting that we might leave Japan alto- 
gether and not return again, Irom the records also we 
perecive the dgspotic reptiations resorted lo by the Japan- 
ese respecting our nation, in consequence of our having 
al that time but little*power in India.” Tt is an undeni- 
able truth, that if a nation renders itsel£ respected and 
formidable it will flourish, and that otherwise it is but 
little esteemed, 
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The decline of the (rade seems not al first to have heen 
much allended to. “Whether the Japanese.” says the same 
wriler, “at that pertod obtained advice of thee advantages 
we derived from the trade, or Chat the bad candied of our 
servanls gave occasion te farther restriclions which sue: 
ceeded each other, we do not know, yet itis undeniable, Chi 
first in the year 1683 our trade was Hinited fo three hiandred 
thousand tahils of which two thirds were to consist of 
piece goods and weihuhle ardcles, and the ather third 
of silks. This was confirmed in O89, and we were allowed 
ty export only twenty-live thonsand pikuls of copper, wheres 
as our exports of that article formerly had heen repealated 
according to our reqtisilion, In the year tzo0, the nun 
ber of our ships was Himited to four or five, in lew of six 
or seven as were formerly sent, accoreing§ lo eirenm- 
stances.” 

The profits of the (rade at this period would yet have 
deserved attenGion, had nota change in (he evrrent coin 
rendered the year 1700 sl more distdvantirenus. tn 1692 
and afterwards, rich cargoes were sent to Japan which 
returned considerable profits, and the funds were ayzain 
laid oul in copper, as far as thirty thousand chests or 
pikuls. The new stipulatifin of twenty-five thonsaned 
chests was of little importanee with the Duteh, whe knew 
how, as they confess, lo obtain hy bribes from the Gover. 
nors and their servants a still farther quantity, In the 
year 1685 the system of receiving the Dutch yerchandize 
by valuation was digeontinueds and although it was ine 
troduced again in the year rag, it was anee more ahatish= 
ed in the following: year, 

Various canses are assigned for the change in the 
current coin which took: place about this period; but whe- 
ther as was supposed by the Duteh the kngwledge of the 
Dateh profils upon the kohang opened the eyes of the 
Japanese, or that their long intercourse with Europeans ten. 
dered them more attentive to their own interest or that the 
Chinese, who are known ta beévery expert in the art of 
coining, proposed thal measure to them, of that the easy 
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compliance of the Dutch in all former instances, and while 
they issued the most injurious orders: against their com- 
merece, made them believe that they might purchase their 
friendship at a cheaper rate than hitherto, or as seems 
most probable, il was principally occasioned by other and 
more weighty causes nob yet discovered, it is certain that in 
the year 1696 appeared for the first time a new kind of 
kohang,.of one-third less in value than the old, although 
tendered to and received by the Dutch at the same rate. 
TTere then was said to commence the iron age. 


The new kohang was assayed al thirteen carats six 
or seven grains, while the old kobang was twenty carats 
eight anda half, nine, or even ten grains; yet the Dutch 
were obliged to r@xeive the former at the rate of sixty-eight 
mas like the old which weighed thirty-one slivers, and 
making a difference upon one thousand of seventy-two 
marks, The old kobang rendered a profit of twenty five 
per cen, but the new praduced a loss of fifteen or sixteen 
per cent, on the coast of Coromandel, where it was recoin- 
ed. Some of the old kobangs being however estimated at 
the same rate with the new, the Dutch still continued to 
derive some profits from the gold, until the introduction of 
av third kind of kobang, denominated the small kobangs, 
took place, 


Tn 1710 the Japanese resorted to this further change 
in the coin,by seducing the weight of the kobang nearly 
ane half, the value being twenty-five kanderins, while that 
of the former was no less than forty-seven kanderins, ‘This 
erused a loss of from thirty-four to thirty-six per cent., 
the Dutch being obliged to reccive the same at the rate 
of sixty-eight mas; the former kobangs, of inferior alloy 
ony, were in gonsequence still preferable. From 1710 to 
1720, both sorts were in circtilation; but the repeated com- 
plaints af the Dutch Were at last, in 1720, so far attended 
to, that the old kebangs, of the same alloy and weight, were 
again introduced, The latter, however, were called double 
kobangs, and they were charged in the Dutch accounts at 
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thirteen tahils six mas, which was Lwiee as mitch as in 
former times, so Chiat they became sGll tess profitable than 
the small kobangs, of whieh (wo thousand weighed seventy- 
six marks, while one thousand of the ald coin only weipgh- 
ed seventy-two marks, and world consequently, when re- 
ceived in liew of two snl hobiuygs, lewve produced a Tons 
of thirty-seven seven-cizh(s per cont.

A fourth kind of kobang was introduced, in 1730, 
about five per cent, better than the chird of saul kobang, 
but the trade continued rapidly to decline until the year 
7s. . oy 

The loss of many valuable ships and cargoes, Cit is 
remarkable, that when the Dateh were formerly fa (he 
habit of sending seven and eight ships to Japan, but few 
losses took place, whereas afterwards, when only two or 
three were sent and the navigation hetler known, many 
were lost. The cause assigned is (heir being lterly over 
Jaden with private trade.) a réduetion in the selling price af 
the articles of merehandize whieh they imported, and an 
increase of charges attending the visits to the Tnpertal 
Court and the maintenance of their establishment in Japan, 
contributed to render this period particularly digadvantage. 
ous 10 the Duteh trade. ‘Their subinissive conduet ab the 
Timperor's Court was of ne avail, nor did their presents of 
horses, dogs, and other curiosities, produce any better 
effect. ‘There was no longer any possibility of exporting 
kobangs, as in former times, Sor the balanee of thelr ae- 
counts, ‘The quantity of copper which they, were allowed 
{o export annually had been fixed in zar at ten thousand 
chests, yet even that quantity they @ere unable ta obtata 
in 1743, so thal, logether with the high exchange of the 
tahils, their establishment in Japan now actually subjected 
them to a loss, and it was according proposed at this period 
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that il should be abandoned, unless some favourable change 
could be effected. 

The charges had considerably increased during the last 
year, The cargoes were of less value and of an inferior 
quality, so that their profits were reduced to less than one 
quarter of what they had been: their expences on account 
of the Japan trade were at the same time two hundred 
thousand florins annually, During the last thirty years 
their proffis amounted to five hundred thousand, and for 
some years Lo six hundred thousand, but latterly not to two 
hundred thovtsand florins per annum. 

Thus, to sum up the disasters of this trade, after hav- 
ing been allowed to remain free and tnrestrained for a 
period of sixty years, the cargoes in the year 1672 were 
subjected to an arbitrary valuation, and about the same 
time the exchange of the kobang was altered, A tax was 
Jaid wpon the cargoes in 1685, and further increased in 
1689. Tn 1698 the new kobang was introduced: in 1700 
they were limited to fow ships annually: in 1710 an ex- 
change still more disadvantageous jwas fixed: in 1714 their 
exportation was reduced to fifteen thousand piktuls of 
copper! in £717 an order was issued, limiting the trade to 
two ships only: in 1710 the third, and in 1730 the fourth 
sort of kobangs were introduced: and in 1743 the Dutch 
were, limited lo one ship and to one-half of the cargo. 

The Dutch, in deliberating upon the measure of aban- 
doning the rade, in the year 1744, trace all their disasters 
in this commerce, to their having taynely sumitied, in the 
first instance, to take the kobang of reduced value at the 
same sate as the okt one, Tt then occurred to them, that 
if serious remonstrances had been made in the beginning, 
their firmness might have prevented the subsequent losses. 
“In the first jnstance”, says Mr, Imhoff, “our commerce 
was carried gn as by a people groping in the dark, neither 
knowing the actual pice of purchase or sale; because the 
kobang being the stapdard coin of (he country, that kobang 
ought lo have heen calculated in proportion to the value of 
the tahil, and it would have appeared that sinee 1710, for 
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forty slivers inferior silver, thirty stivers superior silver 
were received, and cl articles of Grade not disposed of, with 
a profit of sixty-three per cent rendered a toss, Ane this 
being the case with most of the cargoes Chit were sent lo 
Japan after the period abovementioned, we ought either to 
have relinquished (hat commerce, or had recourse lo such 
means as Might have tended to re establish the afitirs of 
the Company. Instead, however, of so doing, Cruilless 
remonstrances and solicitions were eniplayed, whieh finally 
produced this effect, that the Japanese, during the latter 
years, granted us, by way of charity, an additional sum of 
six thousand tahils upon the sale of our eargoes,” 

From the deliberations whieh took place at (his period, 
it appears that the proposal (hen under consideration of re- 
linquishing the trade, was rather intended as a provisional 
and political measure to induce the Japanese to admit them 
to more favourable (erms in future, than brought forward 
with the view of finally abandoning or relinquishing the 
trade altogether, ‘ 

The publi¢ opinion of the time wis, that the Japanese 
had recourse to these measures of restriction for ne other 
purpose, bul to oblige (he Duateh to depart from: the country 
but it occurred to the Duteh Government, that a nation 
which treated strangers in so despotic a nianner, Ind a 
need (a resort ta steh shitty (oO distodge thetu.  Anather 
opinion was, that the retrictions laid on the trade proceeded 
from political motives, of whieh the first and aiest import 
ant was their bate against all the different persimasions 
of the Christian religion without exceptions (CTE is ne 
where evident,” says Mr. Tho, “that the Duteh ever gave 
sae to the Japanese to bate them for being Christians: 
they seem rather to have heen accused of indifference to 
wards their religion, although TP stppose (bat the writers 
on that subject are not altogether correct," but the gavern: 
ment were inclined to consider these rensongd ay deserving 
of Hite notice. ‘There is no probability, observes Mar, In 
hoff, “that, in the present enligatened| age it ean he a eon: 
sideration, even with the Japanese, of what persiasion mere 
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chants are, who neither attempt to propagate their religion 
with a viow Lo promote their interest nor 1o endanger the 
safety of the state, of neither of which they appear ever to 
have been suspected.” The Governor General was further 
of upinion, thal the Japanese could derive no advantage 
from the expulsion of the Dutch, as they would thus be 
cut off from all correspSndence with Europeans, and there- 
hy become subject to greater inconveniences than at present, 
being e&pesed lo the visits of others, whose great increase 
in those regions was nol unknown to them; for, as he states, 
it is notoriows that the Japanese government took annual 
information of all that passed in the world, and that the 
Dutch servants had orders to answer their queries faith- 
Lully, in order that contrary reports might not injure their 
credit, by whichsthe Japanese, were well aware that if the 
Dutch withdrew, others would soon settle in the country. 
(“Our peaceable conduct at Japan, and the alarm given to 
that country by the Russians,* plead greatly in our favour; 
and as jt will he impossible for them to find other Europeans 
more tractable than ourselves, they can cerlainly have no 
reason to desire our departure from thence, although it may 
be undeniable that Japan stands in no need of foreigners.” 
-—-Imbofl,) Instead, therefore, of attributing the conduct 
of Che Japanese to either of these causes the Governor Gen- 
eval laid it entirely to the account of their interested desire 
to tke every possible advantage of the weakness of the 
Dutch, who by admitting the first imposition, laid them- 
selves oper? to all that followed. 


In his very able and interesting memoir “On 
the Trade of Japan and the Causes which occasioned 
its decline,’—“TL is by no means surprizing,” says 
Ms. Imbofl, “that the Japanese, when they altered 
the kobang, gikewise made a change in the delivery of 
the copper, observing that our exchange remained always 
the same, and the prices of our merchandize unalterably

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fixed. We cannot pass unnoticed, that this wrong caleula- 
tion has been the cause that, on our part, many valuable 
articles of commerce, which were from time to time tender. 

Atmong those arti+ 
cles were yellow copper or brass, Japan Poreelain, of whigh 
musters were sent in 1730, and camphor, whieh we might 
have exported from thenee, if our return cnues had not 
been complete, Whether (he sovereign right to regulate 
the trade of their country is not eyually vested ia the goy- 
ernment of Japan wilh any other ution, | will leave un 
decided. Seeing us patiently submitting tovall kinds of 
restrictions, inattentive in keeping: our accounts ina re+ 
gular order, they were encouraged to put us to the last 
shift, lam not inelined to dwell upon our surprising: ine 
difference, which was concealed at the same Gime under the 
cloak of mystery, from whence so many evil cousequenees 
resulted, To am of opinion, that it cunnot be either the 
interest or inclination af the Japanese to oblige us to reline 
quish all intercourse with their country, provided npr trade 
be carried on within narrow bounds, and they are not los 
ing upon the articles delivered to us iu payment for our 
cargoes. It is not possible that they can have any profit 
on the copper, if it is sold fur less than one kobang. ‘The 
mines cerlainly cannot be worked ala cheaper rate thin 
formerly; and what profit de the venders of the copper 
derive from our merehandize, after it bas fallen into the 
hands of the interpreters to government and others? 
Nothing is more natural, therefore, than that dar exporkt 
tion of copper from Japan shotld have become a burden 
fo that class of people, and that their complaints contributed 
to the restrictions to which we are now subject. ‘There is 
no doubt, that if the Japanese could keep up the communica- 
tion without allowing us a single cheslof copper, (hey would 
willingly grant us six thotiand tahils as af gratification, 
over and above the stipukued price For our cargo. 

Tn considering the reforms to be intredueed into the 
management of the trade in fupure, fhe first point which 
attracted altention was a better ealeulation of the eain, with 
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reference to the intrinsic value, and a calculation being made 
upon a new basis, allowed a higher price to be paid for the 
copper than before It was estimated, that if the Dutch 
could annually procure twenty thousand pil:uls of copper 
at twenty tahils, the Japan trade would still be lucrative, 
allowing the profits op the outward-bound cargoes {o be 
merely sufficient for the support of the factory. 

Dut in order to purchase and 1o pay for such a quan- 
{ily ofedpper, the Governor General observes, “it is neces- 
sary that government should strictly comply with the re- 
quisitions {fom Japan, because our failures therein have 
brought us into discredit with the Japanese, that they do 
nol any \pnger place confidence in our promises. We have 
passed our word from year to year, that the quality and 
the quantity of our merchangize should be better assorted, 
wilhoul ever attending to it. Even at this moment, the 
supply differs so very much from the quantity required, 
that it will be extremely difficult to convince the Japanese 
that they shall be better served in future; and still it must 
he done, because if we wish to obtain the value of eight 
hundred or four hundred tahils of copper annually, besides 
camphor and other articles, different measures must be re- 
sorted lo, We are hardly able, at present, 10 supply one- 
third of that amount and load the ships with coarse goods, 


» “We have no doubt but other productions of Japan 
might also be procured at a cheaper rate than at present, 
Camphorenay be purchased in abundance at thirty tahils 
the pikul, and it is probable the sanse could still be obtained 
on more favorable terms, if we advert to what it cost form- 
erly; in which ease it would become a profilable remittance 
to Tlolland, and render one hundred per cent, or there- 
abouts. 

The while copper (tutenaguc) has been tendered to 
ts at sixteen tahilsepor piktl, but has not been accepted, 
the price being considered Loo high. Tf, however, we can 
dispose of it meroly at the same price as the yellow copper 
(brass), which yields according to the price current before 
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us 41 43 f. per too Ib., it will not only be aceeplable, but 
even render a reasonable profil of fifty per cout, 

Tron was formerly imported here from: Japan, and 
might perhaps be procured at a moderate price, whieh for 
the sake of the small distance betweeu us and that country 
would be very desirable,” (In 1637 Che Japanese tron was 
purchased at two Spanish dollars, and seld at Gatavia for 
five and a half Spanish dollars the pikul On aceonnt of 
the smallness of the profit, an annual requisition Was nade 
for one thousand pikuls only.)” , 

“Sulphur was also declined in 1720, on accornt of its 
being charged too high; yet it might still heeame an article 
worth attention, especially if it were parified to Japan 
And who knows how many other valuable productions 
might be drawn from thal extensive country, besides Chose 
already mentioned, and whieh would be very acceptable, 
in an economical as well as a mereantile point of view?” 
(“From Japan was formerly exported timber, wheat, rice, 
ambergris, raw-silk, colton, &e. Imhoff.) : 

The following facts ave colleeted from: the consider 
tions at this time. 

"Phat in former times the’eommerce of foreign nations 
at Japan amounted to ten millions af floring, andl sines then 
for many years (o 3,050,000 florins, af whieh the Chinese 
share was two-thirds and the Dutely one (hind: and if was 
consequently presumed, that in so extensive a wountry is 
Japan, merchandize méaht still he disposed of Co Che value 
of one million, especially if it was paid for in the produce: 
tions of the country, 

That one of the causes for the dectine of the trade was 
the conduct of the Company's servants, and the extent to 
which the private-trade of individuals was curried. ‘The 
directors of the trade al Japan had been seleeted from: a 
very inferior class of society, and the peenlatious on overs 
weight of the copper, &e, formed the subject of a regular 
complaint made by the Japanese lo the Duleh government. 
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That the trade of the Chinese to Japan had been re- 
duced from eighty to twenty junks in the year, the number 
then allowed, 

In concluding his valuable and interesting memoir, 
the Baron Van Imhoff declares it to be his firm belief, that 
Japan was, in every respect, what it had been formerly; 
that the same quantify of merchadize might be disposed 
of there as in former times, and that returns of equal 
value hight he obtained; that although the profits should 
be less at present, there could be no reason to relinquish 
that trade;ethat the means of the Dutch were certainly 
inf erior at that moment to what they had been, yet that 
if they adhered to the measures proposed (namely, clear 
accounts, correctness and honesty of conduct, and a good 
assortment of gargoes), which were easy and could not 
expose them to any risk or danger, they might hope for a 
favourable issue. 

In the course of all these deliberations, the Dutch 
scem,to have concluded that the debasement of the coin was 
resorted to by the Japanese, solely with the view of affect- 
ing their trade, and never to have reflected that so import- 
ant a change in the intrinsic value of the standard coin of 
the country, might have been occasioned by political causes, 
of far preater magnitude to the Japanese than the paltry 
gajn co be ablained on the traffic of the Dutch cargoes. It 
is most probable that the empire of Japan, at the periods 
when these changes took place, wished to check the export- 
ation of the preeions metals of the country. Tn the first 
instance, we perceive a prohibitiin against the export- 
ation of silver. The loss of this metal was first felt, be- 
cause Lhe principal exports avere at first made in this coin; 
Dut it is never hinted that this prohibition was occasioned 
hy any desire ta lake an undue advantage of the Dutch: on 
the contrafy, this measure was not found to affect the 
Duteh trade at all. © The same causes, however, which first 
led to a prohibition regarding silver, operated afterwards 
in an equal degre’ with respect to gold; and it is easy to 
account for the rise in the value of this metal, and the con- 
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sequent changes in the coin, by the searcity which ensned. 
Let ts but reflect on the enormous exportation of the pre- 
cious metals, which took place from Japan at the period 
when the trade was unlimited, and we shall din abundant 
cause for these changes in the coin, withottt se “cust the 
Japanese of resorting lo the mousure its it inapn sition onl 
the foreign merchant. “Che exports at one period,” says 
Mr, Imhoff, “amouated to ten millions of dlorins.” ‘These 
were principally made in the precious metils and i fhe coin 
of the country; and when the trade fell exelusively into the 
hands of the Dutch, it had been usual to export at first 
from one hundred to one hundred and fi iy chests of silver, 
and subsequently the trade admitted of no Tess Chan two 
hundred chests of gold coin being exported instey fel at the 
silver, Qn a moderate calculation, therefore, the exports 
of the former period were about one million sterling, and 
those continued by the Duteh could not he tess than Prem 
half a million to a million sterling in gich years} se that, 
during a period of sixty years, the tolul export would have 
amounted to from thirty to sixty millions of pounds sterl- 
ing, and this does not include what Cound its way to China 
and other neighbouri ings cotuitries, 

The discovery of the mings af America reduced, in the 
sixteenth century, the value of gokl and silver iu Aurope 
to about one-third of what it had before heen: (Werth af 
Nations.) and might not the extensive drain on Jspitn Brave 
produced in that country an opposite effeet of the: stame 
magnitude? Tf the gold and silver aimaually imyforted into 
Spain and Portugal, whieh did nat comilionty exceed: six 
millions pounds sterling, produced Chis effeel on the cir 
cilating medium, and the price af (he precious metus 
throughout all arope, in one country of whieh atone, the 
circulating gold and silver amotnted hy seme accounts to 
eighteen, and to others to Chirly millions » a8 it not way 
to conclude, that a direetly contrary and equally extensive 

effect must have been felt in Japan? and that this efeet 
must have been felt in a still highes degtee, while operating 
on the confined cirealuting meditm of one nation, than 
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while operating on that of the numerous nations of Europe, 
who again found means to dispose of large quantities by 
remiltance to the astern world? 

The extensive circulation of.money throughout the 
populous and rich empire of Japan, and the facility with 
which the drains upon jt could be supplied {rom the mines, 
was perhaps the cause that, in the first instance, the ex- 
portation of the precious metals was not sensibly felt; but 
afterwards, when probably the mint could not keep pace 
with the demand, and what is not unlikely, the demand was 
even too hetvy for the mines, the intrinsic value of the 
coins increased in proportion to the scarcity, and it is not 
surprising that the Japanese should have entertained an 
apprehension lest the mines would become exhausted. 
Whether there were any immediate grounds for such an 
apprehension is uncertain; but it is generally believed, that 
an edict was issued to discontinue working, first the silver, 
and afterwards the gold mines, but not until the nominal, 
and parhaps the reel value of both metals, and particularly 
of the latter, had been nearly doubled, as in the instance of 
the kobang’ of the original value being offered to the Dutch 
for two kobangs, ; 

That the Dutch perhaps owe the loss of this valuable 
trade, in a great measure, to the incapacity and worthless- 
nesy, of their own servants, cannot but be adimitted; for 
had they, on these continued reductions in the value of the 
enrrent coins, adverted to the political cattse, and calculat- 
ed their eoimmer'cial transactions acgording to the intrinsic 
instead of the nominal value, they would not have subject- 
ed themselves, unknowingly, to a loss of sixty per cent. 
upon the proceeds of all their exports: nor would they have 
shewn their weakness and ignorance to the Japanese, but 
they would jmmediately have devised the advantage of 
other returns from. Japan, in articles, the exportation of 
which, might at the $ame time, have improved the indust- 
ry and prosperity of that empire; and the Japanese, find- 
ing them equally intelligent and cnterprising under all 
circumstances, while they felt an interest in the continuance 
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of the trade, would haye respected Che nation by whom if 
was carried on. Uf, however, by these means, the fara 
pean character and the value ef foreign trade this deeline 
od in the estimation at the Japanese, how much lower uiust 
that of the Dateh uation have Taken, when after once dice 
tating the prices of all articles, bot} bought and sold, we 
find them obtaining at last an advance op their proceeds of 
the outward cargo, by way of charity, tnd the Japanese 
themselves appealing: against the peealautions and eorrup- 
tions that were carried ont When we see the Dateh, 
withont power and without respeet, dieting i the mighty 
empire of Japan an arbitrary and extravagant price for 
their commodities, in the same manner ius Chey didit home, 
is it surprising that we should find the Japanese having 
recotirse to a fixed valualion? When awe observe (he 
illicit trade to Japan carried on hy private individials, to 
such an extent, that Valoutya, a Duteb author af the high- 
est tuthority, says it avas so interwoven will) the consti. 
(ution of the Company, and so extensive, (hac it farmed the 
principal part of the (rade and could never be prevented, 
and that the Duteh ships ~vere Creqnently lost by hein 
overladen with carzees of this kind, we eanual he astonish~ 
ed at the decline af the prospetity af the Contpany, ar the 
degradations which were imposed upon its agents, ‘The 
Duteh factory was, and is, in fact, sink of (he most glis- 
graceful corruption and peculation whieh ever existed. 
The factor, to obtain his own ends, stthinits (a eyery possi 
ble degradation, and (he government of ‘Batavia knows 
only just as much of what is going en at Jatin, as itis his 
interest to tell them. In this work if has heeome a painful 
duty to advert occasionally to the shameful seenes of fran 
and corruption earricd on under the very eyes of the prove 
ernment of Batavia, and in the dependencies in the more 
immediate vieinily of Chat metropolis, whore (hed residents 
enjoyed such extensive powers, and were so removed from 
control and responsibility, that their interests: constantly 
interfered with their duties, and che struggle between prin- 
ciple and opportunity generally ended ina resolution to 
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nike fortunes, to connive at cach others peculations, and 
keep their own secret. TE this was the case on the island 
of Java, the seat of government, what must it not have 
heen in a country so remote as Japan, where the connection 
and intercaurse were so peculiar? Tt is not surprising, 
that in the accounts ofystich a factory, the government at 
home should find nothing but intricacy and obscurity. It 
was the interest of the factor to keep every thing involved 
in mystery, and no where was there a better opportunity 
for doing: so. 

Rut had the shameful and disgraceful conduct of 
these people heen felt only in its effect upon the past, it , 
. would be,trifling, compared to what they are calculated to 
produce on the future. The unmanly degradation to 
which these factors have submitted, at the caprice and 
often for the amusement of the Japanese, in order to gain 
their own ends, seem to have established an cffectual bar 
against the futureeextension of the trade by the Dutch 
nations who will find it difficult, if not impracticable, ever 
to he again respected in Japan, Unless, therefore, the 
Dutch have magnaminity enough to abandon this trade, 
when they find it of little comparative value to them, or 
when they see it must be cohducted on principles deroga- 
tory to the dignity, when will the opportunity be afforded 
of opening a liberal and honourable communication between 
Turope and this interesting and important empire, Per-_ 
haps this wit not happen until, according to Humbolt, the 
two great occatfs shall be united, hy means of a channel 
across the Isthmus of Darien, when the productions of 
Nootka Sound and of China will be brought more than two 
thousand leagues nearer to Europe and the United States, 
and when alone any great changes can be effected in the 
political statg of Eastern Asia; “for this neck of land,” 
observes that writer, “the barrier against the waves of the 
Atlantic Ocean, has*heen for many ages the bulwark of 
the independence of, China and Japan.” 

From the year 17§0eno essential alteration seems to 
have taken place in the rade: the utmost exertions of the 
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Dutch were required to provide the cargoes and whenever 
they suceveded, return cargoes were always Provided, to the 
extent of two or three ships in the year Tn order to alared 
a better view of the nature and extent of the restricted 
trade thus carried on, the accounts of two of these expedi- 
tions to Japan are annexed, from whieh it will appear, that 
in the yoyage of oes the Company exported from: [ata- 
via to the Japan market commodities to the anouit of 20 
896 rix dollars in values (hat (he charge actenduat on the 
shipment and freight amounted to t67,g00 rix dolls Cine 
cluding 2qrs tix dollars on account of custoas), making 
the whole expenses of the voyage, with the prime cost of 
the articles, amount to 370,307 rix dollars, ‘These articles, 
when sold in Japan, brought £60,378 rix dollars; bul the 
expenses and disbursements at Japan in ene year far (he 
etsablishment, the Joss on the weight of the sugar, and the 
expense of making the journey te Japan, reduced that sum 
to 92,420 rix dollars, ‘The return cargo bremght to Bette 
via the sum of 886, 554 rix dollars, or a profit of 507,17 
rix dolfars on the adventure. ‘The earge and return of 
1806, and the expense of the establishment, cost the Com 
pany 393,582 rix dollars, (inelucing 2846 for customs), 
and the sales and other receipts produced: §49,08), levine 
a balance of 175,505 rix dollars in fave of the adventure, 

A more correct judgment may perhaps be formed Tront 
the result of the adventures undertaken from Uatuviae elu 
ing the provisional authority of the British government, 
The first of these was intimately connected with at palitieal 
object, to whieh the mercantile adventure was made sub- 
servient, and hoth were undertaken withat! these previous 
arrangements which would have insured a better assorted 
and cheaper cargo, ‘The articles were purehased an the 
spot and at the moment, and the vessels ongayged al a very 
high rate of freight. In the first, in particular, the sugar 
being of inferior quality, Chere was a loss in the weight, 
and it was otherwise less profitable than it would have 
heen, had the assortinent heen of the same quality whieh 
the Duteh company were in the habit of sending, The 
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freight alone amounted to the enormotis sum of 82,309 
Spanish dollars. From the outward-bound cargoes it was 
necessary to pay the debts of the former government, 
amounting to 48,648, Spanish dollars; and this, with other 
disbursements and necessary provisions, rendering the pro- 
ceeds of the ottlward-bound cargo insufficient to furnish 
the amount requisite {or the payment of the coppet,, the 
Dutch factor availed himself of the opportunity to supply 
the deffeitncy of fourteen hundred pikuls at the rate of 

twenty-five dollars per 120% pounds, amounting to 

Spanish dollars 25,000; differing from the rate paid to the 

Japanese of Tahils 12.3.5, or ten rix-dollars per pikul, to 

an extent, of fifteen rix-dollars against government. Be- 

sides this, the whole of the outward cargo was not sold: 

several articles af merchandize remained undisposed of at 

Japan, amounting to 19,688 Spanish dollars, to be account 

ed for in the ensuing year, All these operated essentially 

to reduce the profiks of a voyage, which depended exclu- 

sively on the return cargo, 

The results of these voyages, however, limited as the 
profits were, appear fully sufficignt to shew the importance 
of this trade to Batavia, even as it at present stands, con- 
sidering that it affords a market for so large a quantity of 
the produce af the country, and that when the government ' 
scenjed disinclined to send a further adventure on their 
awn account, there were not wanting numerous individuals 
anxious Lo obtain a license to undertake the trade, and to 
ran all the Hsks ttlached to it, (Oyr commercial relations 
with Japan areof a very peculiar nature. (Every one knows 
ours is the only European nation admitted to it, what hu- 
miliations we are obliged to suffer for it, and what expenses 
we incur by our embassies to the Court of Jeddo. This 
trade was once very lucrative, but in the latter years T think 
it has done kde more than cover the expenses incidental 
to it, and considering the loss of ships and people, is cer- 
tainly not such as to justify an exposure to so many hu- 
iniliations, "4 hs 

Notwithstanding this, we have not been inclined to 
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resign the trade; nor indeed is it cither necessary or pret 
dent to do se. But To amat a loss to know how the gov 
ermment of Batavia will he able te aceomnt for semding: 
there, in the years 1707 and 1798, a strange ship. bearing 
aun Amerie: HT) Te hy way of re ey thorn rely an 
Unglish vessel, and conmianded by Captain Stuart, a real 
Englishman, though possessed of mt Ameri¢in piss, al- 
though he Telonyzeel fo Miulras or Bengal “So abandon 
this trade would he ridiculons, but as itis subjéer to sneh 
regtlations in Japan as it will be lardly possible to prot rid 
of, it may be impracticable fo make it quite Pree and open, 
To pursue it on account of the stale ar of a company will 
never answer fhe purpose, | therefore venture to propose 
the sale by public auction, to the highest bidder, at Batavia, 
of a license or pass for onger two ships, of limited bur- 
then, to trade there, either for ane er mere yeirs, as may 
be preferred, ‘The Chief of Decia shoukd he appointed 
and maintained hy Che wovernment, and should aed as 9 
kind of consul, and proceed on the embassy to Jedda, if it 
were required.

Tn oblaining those privilyyes, one grea object with 
the C obipany appears to have heen to intraduee themselves

trade between Tndia, China, and Japans but finding them. 
nie disappointed in their endeavours ta fora connections 
with China, and sustaining heavy togsesx in consequenee of 
their trade with Japan, Chey determined, in 1623, to aband= 
on their establishment there,

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From that time until the year 1673, no attempt appears 
to have heen made by the English Company to renew their 
Intercourse with Japan, The attempt made at that period 
entirely failed of suecess, owing, it was stated, to the King 
of England having married a daughter of the King of 
Portugal. About the sume time the Company, with a view 
to the same object, formed an establishment on the Island 
of Toqnan,} but after struggling with great difficulties, 
sustaining heavy losses, and being totally disappointed in 
their expectations of communicating with Japan, the fact- 
ory was ordered to be withdrawn in the year 1682. 


At a subsequent period (in the year 1699) the com- 
pany having established a regular communication with 
China, their supra-cargoes were instructed to use every 
endeavour in their power to promote an intercourse with

A. select committee of the East-India Company, ap- 
pointed in 1792 to take into consideration the export trade 
of Great Britain to the Mast-Indies, after detailing the 
cargo of a Dutch ship from Japan in the year 1664, which 
consisted principally of copper, camphor, silk stuffs, and 
China-ware, conelude their report by observing, that in 
their opinion, the trade with Japan never can become an 
objet of attention for the manufactures and produce of 
Great Briinins for supposing, they observe, that woollens, 
lead, and euriogties for a cargo to Japan, could be made 
to amount to £8,000, what is to beerequired in payment? 
About £30,000 ar £32,000 value in copper, an article which 
is also the produce of Great Britain, and which must be 
disposed of in Tndia, to the prejudice of their own mines, 
Thus Great Britain would gain on the one hand £8000, 
whilst the logs on the other would be £32,000. 

This opinion, hpwever, would appear to have been 
formed on a very partial view of the subject, and with re- 
ference to the limited nature of the trade as it then existed ;

Ue eat 
not be doubted, that as soon as this (rade is opened fo ine 
dividuals, they will find means to make the profits of it 
worth the risk and danpem: and in prepartion ag these 
profits hecome more valuable, the vane of the Heenses will 
increase,’~~-flogendorp,) but it world be as unfiade te fade 
of the value of the Japan trade to theaftritish nation from 
this navrow view, as it would be to deeide tipon Unalesubjeet 
merely from the result of the adventures to Japan ander. 
taken during the recent provisional government of Datiuvis, 
which, besides other disadvantages, were for polilleal reas 
sons, carried on wilh a serupitlons regard (athe restrieGens 
wader whieh the (rade of the Dateh had latterly ubottred. 

Te is objected to a direet communiention with Japan 
and the consequent exportation of Uritish merchandize by 
Rritish ships, that in all probability i¢ would entirely pr 
a stop to the present exportation af waaflens by the Chi- 
nese, and that, in proportion as the expotts fram Grear 
Britain to Japan inereased, those frome Creat Urttain’ tea 
China might he expected to diminish; the Japanese being 
at present, almost exclusively supplied with Uritish wool. 
fens by means of the Chinese: that, hawever Che demand 
for leas would continne the same, and Cherelore the defal- 
cation ih exports o China mst be iiade np in hallien, av 
hy drafts on Denpal. z 

Tt is admitted, that the Bengal government might pro» 
vide for this additional demand, by disposing of the copper

brought from Japan in the Caleutla market; but this, it is 
stated, would prove a considerable check to the constump- 
tion of one of the most valuable articles of export from 
Great Britain, and therefore it has been inferred, that ihe 
final result of the trade with Japan would, in all probability, 
he the exchange af aur woollens for copper, which we have 
already in abundance, instead of bartering them for. teas, 
which in the present state of Greal Britain will be always 
required. ‘ 

Hut this argument seems evidently to have been 
rrounded on % supposition, that copper must always form 
the principal, if not only article of commerce with Japan. 
An infergnee by no means borne out by the history of the 
Dutch trade, in the course of which it is expressly stated 
hy the Baron Van Tmhoff, who appears to have given the 
subject the most mature and deliberate consideration, and 
to have been aided by much local information, that the 
Japanese would willangly pay a sum of money to be excused 
from tke delivery of any copper at all, 

Uut admitting: that a connection between Great Britain 
and Japan might not be attended with all the commercial 
profits which might be expected from a consideration of 
the pradactions of the two tountries, would it not, in a 
political point af view, he of the most essential importance 
to hgr interest in China, which are acknowledged by all to 
he so important? Might we not expect from the Chinese 
a& mere respectful and correcl conduct than has been 
etistamary with @hem, if they knew ghat we were in some 
ineagure independent of our connection with them? and is 
it not important, that in case of our actual exclusion from 
China, there should still be a channel open for our obtain- 
ing commodities, with which we are at present supplied by 
that country?
